HL VIEWS PARIS VROM THE GREAT 
LIVPEL TOWER 


And Tells Wis Atianta Friends All About It 
~The Feautiful Panorama Which the 
City Presents. 


Tor or rue Towex, September, This Year. 
—The best way to cover Paris is from the sum- 
mit of Effel tower, so I have come up here 
for that purpose. I have sent Uncle Hiram to 
the various points of interest to work up the 


details for future use, and while he is walking 


himeelf into an early grave through the pic- 
ture galleries, the sewers and the catacombs, I 
am taking a birds-eye view of the city from a 
thousand-foot perch and will try to tell the 
thousands of readers of Tue CONSTITUTION 
what I seo from this stupendous height. 

Iam ontop for oncein my life, but don’t 
orget that the sensation is far from agreeable, 
ahd that my nerves are a trifleshaky. It took 


the great crowd of climbers. I came 
up from the south, that is from the 
south pillar, in a big elevator car to 
the first platform, where thore are three restau- 
rants, an anglo-American bar, and a Lorraine 
beer saloon. The platform is over 4,000 metres 
square, and hundreds of people are eating and 
drinking abd promenading the balcony just as 
if they were not higher than the cupola of 
Notre Dame. When a man reaches the first 
platform he begins to realize that he is getting 
pif the earth, and that possibly he may never 
wet back by the same route. After a long wait 
I got into the elevator for the second platform, 
and was jerked up about three hundred feet 
higher in a very few seconds. I was now over 
600 feet from mother earth, and began to feei 
that if I ever got back to the old 
lady, I would immediately join the church 
and attend prayer meeting regularly. This 
platform is about 3,000 metres square, and as a 
timid promenader | stood a considerable dis- 
tance from the outer railing. I discovered the 
printing establishment of the Figaro, the only 
paper ever gotten out at sucha height. The 
tone of this sheet is very elevated, the propri- 
etors realizing that under the circumstances it 
would not do oh Se in anything that could 
offend the most fastidious, This I was told by 
® man whocan read French without a dic- 
tionary and a couple of interpreters. There is 
also a Vienna bakery on this platform where 
they uso a rock crusher to break the 
bread so that the public can get a lip-holt on 
it. This bread is rolled out in small telegraph 
poles ten feet long and fourinches in diameter, 
and is as hard as the heart of an Egyptian 
mummyon his three thousandth birthday. 
There are likewise a number of little booths 
on this platform where rapacious girls sell 
miniature Eiffel towers and views of Paris at 
prices strictly in keepings with the altitude of 
their shops. But the highest thing about the 
tower is the price of beer—ten cents a glass— 
smal! size. 

I was compeiled to fall into line on the sec- 
ond platform and follow the crowd single file 
through a zigzag walk between 
iron raits for more than an 
hour before the huge elevator for the 
third and last stage was reached. This ma- 
chine starts from the center of the platform 
and shoots straight up. There are no seats. 
We were hustled into it like so many sheep, 
the moorings were cut loose and up we went, 
the French contingent chattering like magpies, 
the English speaking people siient aud solemn 
as judges. Up we shot, eighty meters, then 
the thing suddenly stopped and we were liter- 
ally shoved across a narrow landing 
into another elevator of the same dimen- 
sions, which shot up eighty meters 
more and the passengers were landed on 
the third and last stage. Totell the truth, I 
didn’t feel a bit like getting out. I wanted to 
go right back. But mustering up the little 
courage that was left, I assumed a reckless air, 
and with a maniacal laugh walked out upon the 
platform, Working my way cautiously through 
the crowd, now quite subdued, I approach the 
railing oi the balcony and timidly glance over. 
I draw back, become bolder, seize the railing 
end take a long look straight down. 

The height is simply appalling. 

selow tens of thousands of people, like 
fo many manikins, are moving about the ave- 
nues and buildings of the exposition. The 
grand dome has shrunk to half its magnificent 
size, The smaller buildings dot the grounds 
like toy houses. The great fountain has 
dwindied to a candelebra. The Seine looks 
like a big branch and the graceful little steam- 
ers have become swift bateaus. 

I geadually raise my eyes and the vast pano- 
rama oi Paris unrolls itself in all the glory of 
a perfect Septemberday. So clear and pure is 
— _ that everything in sight is sharply de- 

ned, 

Just over there to the east rises 
the gilded dome of the tomb of Napoleon, 
teaching the eloquent lesson for all time that 
in this world there is a Waterloo for every 
Austerlitz, and thatthe “path of glory leads 
but to the grave.’’ Just beyond the ‘sunshine 
Beems to kiss with special sweetness the con- 
vent of the Sacred Heart. Still further, 
sweeps into view the gorgeous palace of the 
Luxembourg. surrounded by the finest gardens 
in the world, beyond which towers the 
Pantheon, holding in close embrace the dust 
of Victor Hugo, Voltaire, Rousseau. Slightly 
to the left Isee the church of §Saint Etienne 
du Mont, where the tapers are burning around 
the tomb of Saint Genevieve, the patron saint 
of France, and within a stone’s throw shoots 
up the spire of Sarboune, where reposes the 
great Cardinal Richelieu. Further to the left I 
see the Cluny museum, which contains more 
aged chestnuts tothe squareinch than any 
building in Paris—beneath whose ghostly roof 
Julian, the Apostate, wasproclaimed emperor 
1600 vears ago this morning. Over there near 
the Seine stands the chamber of deputies, and 
just beyond is the palais de justice, from 
which rises the frail and beautiful steeple of 
Saint Chapelle, the most exquisite piece of 
Gothic architecture in Paris. Higher up the 
river rise the majestic twin towers of Notre 
Dame, the sun pierced distance lending a new 
enchantment to the great old Doric pile, and 
just behind is the lew roof of the morgue. 
where, in glass cases, the unknown dead 
are exposed to the public gaze. Straight to the 
east rises the Column of July inthe Place de 
ja Bastile, marking the site upon which the 
old prison once stood,and commemorating 
with its statue of gold the brave men, who, in 
the name of liberty, stormed it with torch and 
sword. Way beyund lies Pere la Chaise, where 
Eloise and Abelard are united in their last 
sleep—where repose the bonesof so many 
famous Frenchmen. 

Just across the river to the west is the tower of 
the Temple, from which Louis the X VIth was 
Jed to the guillotine, and straight beyond 
Stretches the Bois de Boulogne, where I took 
aquiet drive the other day with a beautiful 
French girl who couldn’t speak a word of 
English. Still further to the west I see the 
tents of Buffalo Bill gleaming in the precincts 
of Neuilly. Turning due north I distinctly 
view the great Are de Triomphe — 
which I can write but can never 
hope to prononce--and the twelve noble 
avenues leading up -toit. To the right the 
wilderness of white buildings is broken by a 
stretch of bright green. That is the enchanted 
re of the Champs Eysees with the Palais 

e |’ Industrie peeping from its gracious shade. 
By the way, there is the best horse show on 
earth in the Palais just now. 

Foliowing the line of the Seine to the right 
the eye falls upon the Place de la Concorde, 
with its fine fountainsin full play, and the 
famous obelisk of Luxor in the 
center, and Statues representing the 
Ap a8 cities of France placed at intervals 

nacircle. It wason this spotthat the guillo- 
tine did its bloody work during the reign of 
terror. It was then called the Place de Reyo- 
lution. Tothe right I see the gardens of the 
Tuilleries, now a grand promenade, but not 
the palace, which you remember was burned 
by the communists in 1871, who left only the 
wings standing. There isthe Place du Ca- 
rousal just beyond, with the Arcde Triomphe, 
reared by order of Napolean I. to commemo 
rate his victories. A little farther on the mag- 
nificent statue of Gambetta rises to view and 
then the Palace of the Louvre bursts upon the 
Vision. In that home of the arts at this mo- 
ment Uncle Hiram is taking a walk through 
fifteen miles of paintings and statuary and all 
sorts of antiquities in order to give me a rest 
and get the points. I am afraid the old man 
will overlook the Venus of Milo, because I 
have noticed that he never steps to look at a 
Statue which is in any way mutilated. He 
bays life is too short. The Venus in question 


| hts no arms, you know. Pardon this chestnut. 

Some distance beyond iloems up 
thesowet of Saint Jacques, which, like every- 
thing else we see here, hasa history. There 
is a statue of Blaise Pascal, who wrote the 
famous **Provincial Letters,”” ou the ground 
floor, but I can’t see it from here. Just across 
the Rue Rivoli from the Louvre is observed 
the Palais Royal and its gardens. Modern 
degeneracy has touched this famous pile in 
two places. The ground floors are now used 
for pres shows, there being several hun- 
dred of them, and the upper floors are ovccu- 
pied by a series of restaurants, which itis not 
safe for any man toenter unless he owns a 
gold mine ora railroad. To the left of the 
__ is the Theatre Francais, where Sarah 

ernhardt first made her bow to the public 
and learned to charge Americans a week's 
wages to see her in Camille, and following the 
avenue de L’Opera, the eye rests upon that 
superb structure at the top, the Grand opera 
house. So greatisthe rush I haven't been 
able to get a ticket to see the inte- 
rior. Of course [I don’t care any- 
thing about the singing in  for- 
eign languages. To the left I look straight 
up the Rue Royal, at the head of which 
stands the Church of the Magdalen, builtin 
the form of a Greek temple, and undoubtedly 
one of the noblest structures in the world. It 
gives suggestions of repose, power and har- 
mony to be gotten from no other building in 
Paris. Over tothe right I see the National 
library, which is said to contain three million 
books and charts, and just beyond is the 
bourse, which is changed into a lunatic asy- 
lum every day between three and five, by 

elliug stock and bond traders. The New 
‘ork stock exchange is a Sunday-school com- 
pared with it. 

Three miles to the southwest I see the fort 
of Mont Valerian, which looks frowningly 
down on Paris. It was from this commanding 
eminence that the Germans hurled hot shot 
into this city, carrying death and destruction. 
Yonder are the beautiful woods of Saint Cloud, 
the lovely terrace, and the iuins of the 
palace, burned by the Germans, and ten 
miles beyond to the southwest I see the won 
derful palace and gardens of Versailles, where 
all the glory of France is gathered. I must 
send Uncle Hiram out there to see it for me, 
then I will write it up. 

The sun is now setting and as his last rays 
gild the domes and turrets, and towers of this 
glorious city, the scene is too beautiful for de- 
scription. So I only look and wonder and give 
it up. 

LATER. 

I got down all right. It is now 
8 o'clock. The great fountain in 
the space between the Tower = and 
the main building is in full play, and gas the 
waters in ten streams shoot upward and min- 
gle, a shaft of electric light is thrown upon 
them from the summit of the great tower, and 
amid the plaudits ofa hundred thousand peo- 
ple, the waters of the fountain change in turn 
to all the colors of the rainbow. 

And then comes darkness, and so ‘‘'Good- 
night.’”’ SMITH CLAYTON.

This curious article shows how the stomach 
ghanges with the man, and how food must 
change as civilization changes the digestion. 
It isa fruitful subject, and those who have 
geen a plantation negro cat the raw fat of the 
hog and have profited by the grateful arts of 
the chef will be quick converts to the doctrine. 
The article is as follows: 

It is a matter well recognized by those of 
much experience in breeding and keeping ani 
h restricted freedom and under other 

conditions differing widely from the natural 
ones, that the nature of the food must vary 
from that which the untamed ancestors of our 
domestic animals used. Food may often with 
advantage be cooked for the tame and confined 
animal, The digestive and the assimilative 

wers have varied with other changes in the 
piganism broughtfabout by the new surround- 
jngs. So much is this the case, that it is 
necessary to resort to common experi- 
pnce and to more exact experiments to ascer- 
tain the best methods of feeding anima!s for fat 
tening, for work, or for breeding. Inferences 
drawn from the feeding habits of wild animals 
allied to the tame to be valuable must always, 
before being applied to the latter, be subjected 
to correction by the results of experience. 

To a still greater degree does this apply to 
mau himself. The greater his advances in 
civilization, the more he departs from primi- 
tive habits in other respects, the more -must 
he depart in hss feeding. With the progres- 
sive development of man’s cerebrum, the 
keener siruggle for place and power. the more 
“his nervous energies are diyerted from the 
det functions of digestion and  as- 
similation of food; hence the greater need 
that food shall be more carefully selected and 
more thoroughly aud scientitically prepared. 
Not only so, but with our increasing refine- 
— the progress of digestion to successful

ues Cemands that the senses of man be min- 
jstered to in order that there be no inter- 
ferences in the central nervous system, 
and every encouragement given to 
the latter to furnish tlhe necessary nervoes im- 

ulses to the digestive organs and the tissues 
hh every partof the organism: for it is not 
enough that food be digestod in the ordinary 
pense; it must also be built up into the tissues, 
p process depending, as we shall endeavor to 
show jater, on the nervons system. 

The ‘‘gastronomic ari’’ has, therefore, be- 
rome of greatimportance. It isas yet more 
of an ari thana science; the cook has out- 
gtripped the physiologist , if not the chemist 
Also, in this direction. 

Tt is now well established by experience 
that animals kept in continement must have, 
in order to escape disease and attain the best 

ulis on the whole, a diet which not only im- 
tates thatof the corresponding wild forms 
generally, but even in details, it may be, with 
altered proportions or added constituents, in 
consequence ofthe difference in the environ- 

ent. To illustrate: poultry can not be kept 
althy confined in a shed without sand, 

vel, old mortar, or some similar prepara 
ion; indeed, for the best results they must 

have green food also, as lettuce, cabbage, 
chopped green clover, grass, etc. They do not 
require as much food asif they had the exer- 
cise afforded by runwing hither and thither 
over a large field. 

‘But all these instances are simple as com- 
dwith man. The lower mammals can 

¢ and flourish with comparatively little 
change of diet; not so man. He demands food 
not only dissimilar in its actual grosser nature, 
but differently prepared. Ina word, for the 
efferent nervous impulses, on which the di- 
gestive processes depend, to be properly sup- 
plied, it has become necessary that a variety 


_ Ofafferent impulses (through eye, ear, ’ nose, 


palate) reach the nervous centers, attuning 
them toharmony, sothat they shall act, yet 
not interfere with one another. 

Cooking greatly alters the chemical compo- 
‘sition, the mechanical condition, and, in con- 
sequence, the flavor, the digestibility, and the 
Mutritive value of foods. To illustrate: meat 
in its raw condition would present mechan- 
foal difficulties, the digestive fluids permeating 
it less completely; an obstacle, however, of 
far greater magnitude in the case of most veg 
stable foods. By cooking, certain chemical 
compounds are replaced by others, while 
fome may be wholly removed. As a 
rule, boiling is not a good form of pre- 
paring meat, because it withdraws not only 
Baits of importance, but proteids and the ex- 
tractives—nitrogenous and other. Beef tea is 
Valuanle chiefly because of these extractives, 
though it also contains a little gelatin, albu- 
min and fats. Salt meat furnishes less nutri- 
ment. a large part having been removed by 
the brine: notwithstanding, all persons at 
times, and some frequently, find such food 
highly beneficial, the effect being doubtless 
not confined to the alimentary tract. 

Meat, according to the heat employed, may 
be so cooked as to retain the greater part of its 
juices within it or the reverse. With a high 
temperature (65° to 70°C.) the outside in roast- 
ing may be s0 quickly hardened as to retain 
the juices. 

In feeding dogs it is both physiological

get excellent food cheaply by using not alone 
the meat of the shank of beef, but the goup 
(extractives) derived from it.

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A Day in Masai-Land. 
Joseph Thompson in Seribner'’s Maazine, 

Joseph Thompson, the exp!orer of the Royal 
Geographical society of England, gives an in- 
teresting and spirited account of his adven- 
tures in cressing Masai Land, the home of the 
most wariike tribe in Africa, which is a terror 
to caravans and the surrounding natives. 

He gives the following as a sample of his 
daily life among the Masai: 

“The moment a suitable camping ground is 
reached, the loads are stacked and, with asten- 
ishing rapidity, born of fear and daily drill, a 
strong circular thorn fence is built inside 
which we feel safe—yet not quite safe, for no 
man dares lay down his gun or leave a single 
article exposed to the clutches of the 
thievish warriors. These may be pre- 
vented from stealing, but cannot be 
punished if caught in the act; so that 
for them the attempt is only rare sport—for us 
a constant source of danger and and worry. 
Soon the natives begin to appear. First, the 
women and married men arrive, the former 
with clean shaved heads, neck and breast 
loaded with chain and bead necklets, body en- 
veloped in dressed ox-hide, and arms and 
legs covered with thick iron wire coiled 
continuously round, to the weight of from 
twenty to thirty pounds. Their features are 
good, with but little trace of the negro, while 
their bearing is, compared with the negro, 
distinctly aristecratic. The married men, or 
elders, are more scantily dressed, usually in a 
kaross of monkey or hyrax skin, which par- 
tially covers the body, but with little regard to 
deceucy. 

“As the day wears on, parties of warriors 
arrive from the various districts, resplendent 
inred clay and ee with which they are 
liberally plastered—almost their only dress. 
Nothing else covers their magnificent forms 
but a small kid-skia over the shoulders. They 
march in single file, holding their enormous 
spears—blades two feet and a half long—ver- 
tically in their hands, their buffalo—hide shields 
depending at their sides. They chant a war 
song in stentorian tones. and go through @ va- 
riety of evolutions, whieh show in this rudi- 
mentary drill their military instincts. The 
question of the ‘‘hongo’’ has now to be settled, 
with much decorous speechifying, for, like the 
North American Indians, they are born ora- 
tors. The amount settled, the iron wire and 
beads are sometimes divided amicably, some- 
times thrown into the midst of the warriors to 
be fought foras by beasts of prey, On these 
occasions blood is frequently drawn. 

“With the settlement of the hongo our 
greatest trial commence. The warriors flock 
into the camp to see what can be stolen, and 
what there is worthy of note. Naturally I am 
the cynosure of every eye, and, being modest, 
would prefer the privacy of my tent; but they 
overrule my objection, and it becomes neces- 
sary todo violence to my feelings and place 
myself en evidence. They crowd round 
about me in a stinking circle, laying their 
tilthy paws on my person, stroking my 
cheek, féeling if my nose is 
of the same make as theirs, anxious even to 
see my teeth. They turn up my sleeve or my 
trousers to make sure thatit is not a part of 
me, and the sight of my white skin gives them 
delicious thrills of horror—it looks so strangely 
dreadful. 

“Matters would be worse, but that the 
dignity that doth hedge in the civilized 
European, of whom I am the. accredited rep- 
resentative, gradually impresses even their 
rude minds, and they mutter to themseives 
that the gods have descended among them. 
Certainly tothem I am agreat Lybon,. or 
medicine man. They make no demands upon 
my scanty medicine chest. They come to me 
like pious Catholics to springs of healing vir- 
tue, and they ask to be spat upon to be 
made whole and blessed forever after. The 
situation is trying enough in all conscience, but 
what can Ido? Jt may be repugnant to my 
feclings, but itisan honor anda pleasure to 
them, and my good nature makes it impossible 
for me to resist the mute appeal of the vener- 
able graybeard, as the piquant upturned nose 
of the Masai maiden. To the former it is 
something to boast of to his children, to the 
latter it is more precious than a kiss, a form of 
caress unknown to them. 

“This remarkable practice, so repug- 
nant to all our ideas, is not merely medicinal. 
The stranger is thus greeted in sign of amity 
and friendship. Jo spit on your friend is a 
special mark of affection: to an enemy it is 
like offering salt among the Arabs. It is the 
finalseal toa bargain, as it is also a lover’s 
caress. Of course life would have been intol- 
erable if they had practised upon me, but 
mapeny they only went through the form. 

‘This practice was only one of many remark- 
able customs characteristic of the Masai, as, 
for instance, that all the young men and 
women—between the ages of fourteen and 
thirty-five among the former—live together in 
villages apart from their children and married 
people. During this period the men are war- 
riors, and devote their whole attention to cat- 
tle-iifting. Their diet is absolutely nothing 
but meat and milk, though these are 
never taken together, sO many 
days being devoted to the one 
and so many tothe other. The Masai are 
nomad in their habits, moving about according 
to the pasturage. Their sole subsistence de- 
pends upon their cattle rearing and cattle- 
lifting They always fightin the open and at 
close quarters, with their terrible spears and 
brain-crushors—a fact which explains the 
secret of the terror they iuspire among 
the more cowardly and cover-loving tribes who 
surround them. 

‘‘The moment a warrior feels that he is de- 
clining in strength he marries, passes his 
honeymoon ina woman's dress, and then de- 
votes himself to rearing a new brood of war- 
riors. ° 

“Their remarkable customs cannot very well 
be dealt with here, but sufficient has been said 
to point them out asa unique African race, 
though having almost no affinities with the 
negro. 

‘‘Such are the people who daily crowd into 
our camp and make life a burden to us. No 
one dares venture out alone, and I, myself, 
Lybon as I am, require an escort if I go beyond 
the gate. The afternoon is one frightful tur- 
moil—haggling over the sale of donkeys and 
bullocks, dangerous wrangles and _ rows, 
ever-attempted thefts, and the almost 
unbearable herse-play of. the warriors, 
who amuse themselves trying the cour- 
age of our men with feigned thrusts of their 
daggers. The young unmarried women, lov- 
ers of the warriors, are almost a greater source 
of danger, for they jeer at the Zanzibaris and 
incite their knights to further annoyances. 
They, indeed, have been the cause of more 
caravan massacres—and there are many— 
than the innate bloodthirstiness of the war- 
riors themselves. 

‘*‘With sunset comes a measure of comfort 
and quiet. The gate of the camp is 
securely blocked, and henceforth there 
is neither ingress nor egress. The guns 
are laid aside, fires lit, and pots set aboil- 
ing. “A load seems takefi off every man’s mind 
and general cheerfulness prevails, till, round 
the glowing camp-fires, jokes and stories ema- 
nate from the circle of men, who look romanti- 
cally picturesque in their white dresses, their 
black faces lit up with the ruddy glow. Guards 
patrol inside the _ fence, occasionally 
challenging a prowling Masia, or firing 
a warning gun, producing for a moment 
a death-like silence, a muttered question or 
two, till, nothing coming of it, the cheerfal 
hum and laugh make glad the camp once 
more. Three hours after sunset the men have 
stretched themselves out to sleep, and then is 
heard ouly the low talk of the guards, or the 
champing noise of ruminating or feeding cat 
tle. Outside, however, the night is made 
hideous by the horrid cries of hyenas, jackals, 
and more rarely of lions.’’ 


Some Thrilling Adventures., 
Here are some of the adventures which made 


it interesting for the explorers: 

We had little time to stand and admire the 
picture, for the sun was rapidly setting, our 
camp was still far off, and our men rapidly 
breaking down. Considering ourselves now 
safe from the Wa-kikuyn, the usual order of 
march was suspended, and every man allowed 
to push: on as he pleased. The bottom 
of the escarpment was reached by many about 
sunset, but still there was some distance to go. 
The shades of night had fallen when an extra- 
ordinary thing happened. One or more lions 
attacked our donkeys aud produced an as- 
tonnding panic; the ters threw down 
their loads: the cattle stampeded ; the donkeys 
did the same, brayivg lustily. Some of the 
latter were shot down in the belief that the 
were lions. The whole caravan was scatte 
to the winds, and only a few men contrived to 
get to the encampment 
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spending the night up trees or in other 
loads and animals, ©

night, necessitated a halt of three days. 


‘To get along at a)l I had to exercine all 
wits to keep up my character as a ‘Lybon,’ 
medicine-man.

Electricity in Naval Warfare. 
Lieutenant W. & Hughes, U. S. N,, in Seribner’s 

Magazine, 

The development of electrical appliances is 
so rapid and astonishing that the public hardly 
dreams of what is actually being done. 

The navy seems to have early adopted elec- 
tricity as a means of accomplishing the pur. 
poses ef war with precision. This article 


stances of the application of electricity to the 
engines of destruction. 

First, he describes the ‘‘Search light,’’ which 
illuminates the sea for two and a half miles: 

“The name of the ‘search-light’ suggests, to 
some extent, the chief purpose for which tt is 
used. It is mainly employed in searching for 
an enemy. It consists of a powerful ‘arc’ 
lighf, usually of about twenty-five thousand 
candle power, contained in a metal cylinder 
about thirty inches long by twenty-four to 
thirty inches diameter. 

“One end of the cylinder is closed by 
a silvered, concave retiecting leus, and the 
carbon points of the lamp, as represented in 
the sectional view, are placed in such a posi- 
tion within the cylinder as to bring them in 
the focus of the lens. The opposite, or front, 
end of the cylinder is fitted with a glass door 
through which the beam of light passes. 
Other mechanical features are shown fu the 
illustrations. 

‘The whole apparatus is mounted on a 
pivot, so that it may be revolved around its 
center—and the beam of light be 
thus thrown in any desired direc- 
tiou—while it admits, also, of  ele- 
vation or depression from a horizontal posi- 
tion. 

“As ordinarily used on ships-of-war, the 
beam of light emerging from the cylinder is so 
concentrated that ata distance of a thousand 
yards from the ship it illuminates a path only 
about fifteen yards in width. Every search- 
light, however, is provided with arrangements 
for increasing the divergence of the rays of 
light, in order, when necessary, to illuminate 
a broader arc. Only .one man is required to 
work the apparatus, and to facilitate its use it 
is always, on board ships, mounted in some 
position considerably elevated abovo the deck. 

In time of war, ships at night would corf- 
stantly sweep the surrounding waters with 
their search-lights, illuminating, in succession, 
every part of the circle around them, in order 
to detect the presence of an enemy; and the 
practical value of the light, in such cases,will 
be readily-comprehended when it is under- 
stood that with one of only twenty thousand 
candle power, no difficulty is experienced in 
lighting up any object, such as an enemy's 
ship, ata distance of two and a half miles; 
thus rendering firing the guns at night as easy 
and accurate as by day. 

‘The view at the beginning of this article of 
the Empong, one of those phenomenally swift 
little vessels called **torpedo boats,’’ shows its 
search-light mounted on top of the pilot-tower 
just in front of the two smoke-pipes. 

“In the practical use of the search-light, by 
the method just explained, ithas been found 
that,in order to afford sufficient time for acare- 
ful examination of the water’ssurface at points 
far removed from the ship, the beam of light 
must be revolved very slowly; and, in conse 
quence, during a great proportion of the time, 
any particular section of the waterisin dark- 
ness. When it is remembered that it requires 
leas than five minutes for modern tofpeds 
boats to pass over a distance of two miles, it 
may be easily conceived how, in the interval 
between two successive illuminations of the 
same spot, a littlo craft like the Empong 


might dart in and discharge its torpedoes. 


‘With the object of averting such a danger, 
another method of illaminating the surround- 
ing space has been adopted on one or twoships 
of the French navy, and on the Danish cruiser 
Ivert, where, instead of @ single revolving 
light, a number of stationary search-liahts are 
grouped together, each illuminating its proper 
section, thus keeping the ship continuously 
surrounded by an unbroken circle of light.”’ 


Telegraphing On the Clouds. 


The use of this instrument for telegraphing 
by flashes on the clouds is one of the latest de- 


vices. : 
**But the searchlight is not only used to dis- 


cover an emeny, and to keep the latter visible 
in firing atnight; it has been, also, success- 
fully employed in signalling messages. whero 
the distances over which they are to be sent 
are very great. One of the methods of useing 
itfor this pur is somewhat novel: the 
beam of light is simply flashed popentedey 
against the clonds, lighting them up in ¢ac 

instance for a certain number of seconds, ac- 
cording to a pre-arranged code of signals, the 
letters of which are indicated by combinations 
of tlashes of different durations of time. Mes- 
sages are said to have been sent in this manner 
between ships separated by a distance of sixty 
miles. For shorter distances the ordinary in- 
candescent lamps have been frequently used. 
Probably one of the most successful sys- 
tems witi these lamps is that now in use in

tial feature consists in the successive display of 
different combinations of red and of in- 
candescent lamps of about fifty candle-power 
each. It is, of course, ne that the 
lamps be exhibited in some elevated position, 
such, for example, as suspended from ‘one of 
the ship’s yards, where they will be plainly 
visible from a considerable distance, and that 
the eleetric current connected with them be 
under the control of an operator ata key board, 
in order that any lamp may be ignited or ex- 
tinguished at pleasure. Wit h such an appa- 
ratus it will be readily understood how the 
letters of a signal-code could be indicated, and 
& message rapidly transmitted. 

“In the United States navy a more 
simple pian, requiring only two in- 
capdescent lamps, has been very suc- 
wessfully used in connection with Morse’s 
telegraphic code, in wnich, as is well known, 
the letters of the alphabet are reprosented by 
combinations of ‘dots’ and ‘‘dashes.” In 
signalling by this code the two lamps were 
ieontrolted by keys, as in the figure here shown. 

“Tt will be observed, from an inspection of 
in the re, that 
when the key A is pressed; the lamp C is 
alone ignited, or “flashed ;” and that when B 
is pressed, both lamps are flashed simultane- 
ously, To indicate a ‘‘dot’’ of the Morse code, 
only a single lamp is used to denote a ‘‘dash,”’ 
both are ignited together.”’ 


Diving With a Telephone. 
Lighting the waters so that divers can search 
the bottom for torpedoes is another use for 
electricity. 


“Another application of the incandesdent 
lamp has developed from a series of experi- 
ments made at the naval torpedo station, New- 
port, R. I., with the object of ascertaining to 
what extent electricity could be utilized at 
night for lighting up water below the surface. 
In thes? experiments incandescent lamps of 
about one hundted and fifty candle power 
were immersed to a depth of fiftteen to twenty 
feet, with the result that sunken objects could 
be readily seen within the distance of 100 feet 
from the lignt. The discovery thus made is of 
considerable importance from a naval point of 
view. Modern naval ficets must be nut only 
prepared to rapidly remove the stationary tor- 
pedoes, or “fixed mines,’’ with which every 
important port in time of war will be protected, 
but the ships themselves must be provided 
with a complete system of such weapons, ready 
to block up harbors in which an enemy’s ves- 
sels may be discovered, or in which they them- 
selves may have taken refuge. Much of this 
service, in the event of war, would be 
necessarily performed at night, and a 
part of it under water; hence, it may be cer- 
tainly expected that modern navies will avail 
themselves of the valuable agent that the 
Newport experiments have placed in their 
hands. A portion of the force employed for 
such duty would bea body of trained divers; 
and, not only will these men carry with them 
under the water an electric light, but the tele- 
phone has been recently added to their outfit, 
so that they may communicate constantly and 
easily with assistants above the surface.’’ 


‘Electrieity As a Detective. 

The use of electricity to detect the presence 
of torpedoes is one of the most wonderful of 
the triumphs of the subtle force. 

‘In this connection may be mentioned a re- 
markable electrical apparatus known as a 
‘torpedo detector.’ As its name implies, it is 
designed for use in searching for hidden tor- 
pedoes, or mines, in harbors and channels. 
This appliance depends for its action upon the 
principle of the induction-balance. 

‘In practical use, searching for torpedoes, 
the box and battery are carried in a boat, and 
the metal sinker, to which the small cable is 
attached, is dragged overboard along the bot- 
tom of a channel or harbor where the presence 
of torpedoes is suspected. When the telephone 
is placed at the ear, no sound is audible until 
the sinker reaches the vicinity of some metal 
body, such as a torpedo; then a buzzing noise 
is heard, which becomes “radually londer as 
the torpedo is approached, and loudest when 
it is touched.’’ 


Electric Lights. 

The following is a unique, but eminently 
practical use of electricity: 

Electricity is employed on some of.the ves— 
séls of the British navy, and probably will be 
made use of on the now ships of the United 
States service, to render visible the sights of 
the guns when firing at night. Asapplied on 
the English iron-clad Colossus, one of the 
wires from a smal! Leclanche battery leads to 
the rear, or ‘‘breech,,’ sight of the gun, 
and is there joined to a fine platinum 
wire running across the bottom of 
the ‘“sight-notch.””’ The platinum’ wire 
interposes just sufficient resistance to cause it 
to glow with heat while the current from the 
battery is passing through it. From the rear- 
sight the battery wire. continues on to the 
front-sight of the gun, where it meets the sec- 
ond wire from the battery. Here the ends of 
the two wires are brought very near each 
other, at the apex of the sight, so that the 
electric sparks passing between them serve to 
mark its position. The practical utility of 
such an arrangement may be shown by a 
familiar illustration: Everyone has observed. 
when looking from the window of a lighted 
room on a dark night, how difficult it is to dis- 
tinguish any outside object beyond the distance 
of a few feet. Thesame effect is naturally ex- 
perienced on board ship. and for this reason, 
among others, men of-war, on going into— 
battle at night, have every unneccessary light 
extinguished—thus rendering some plan of in- 
dicating the position of the guns’ sights al- 
most absolutely indispensable. That above 
described, the writer was informed by an offi- 
cer of the Colossus, has proved perfectly suc- 
cessfnl in actual practice.”

| LITERARY NEW YORK. 


A BRIGHT CEORGIA WRITER SUR- 
VEYS THE SITUATION. 


How It Looks to a Man From the South— 
Southern Writers Have More Freshness 
and Inspiration. 


New York, 20 E. 32d Street, October 10, 
1889.—[Special Correspondence.|—I have re- 
ceived several letters from newspapers and 
literary friends since I arrived here asking me 
whether New York be a desirable place fora 
young writer. Every day I have cause to re- 
member a remark Wallace P. Reed made to 
me in the editorial rooms of THe Constitvu- 
TION, a fow months ago, to the effect that New 
York was the place fora literary aspirant to 
live. 

I would not advise an ambitious writer to 
move to New York without he had an assur- 
rance beforehand that he could make his liv - 
ing by his pen work; bat if his productions 
have proven marketable and sufficiently lu- 
crative to defray his living expenses in the 
south, then I can safely say coming to New 
York would increase his income in proportion 
to the increase in his expenses. 

“The day I arrived in New York,’ said a 
young author to me the other day, ‘‘I found 
among my forwarded mail a_ contribution 
of mine toa prominent periodical, which 
the editor had returned as  unavyail- 
able. They had _ been taking my 
productions so regularly that I had grown to 
rely on them for acertain portion of my im- 
come. I was so blue that I did not have the 
heart to start to work. However. I mailed 
the article to the editor of a New York maga- 
zine, stating that i had come to New York to 
live. The nextday I received an acceptance 
from the editor and an invitation to visit him 
at his office. I went down, had a pleasant talk 
with him. He seemed very much interested 
in the south and southern people and flattered 
me by referring to an article of mine which 
had caught his attention some months ago. 
The up-shot of it was that I made friends with 
that editor and have been benefitted by his in- 
fluence and patronage ever since.”’ 

That may have been an accident, but it isa 
mistake to suppose that the average editor of 
@ magazine is an ogre, and his sanctum a den. 
In no other business in life does the partici- 
pator come in contact with such agreeable men 
to deal with. Ifa grocer buys a peck of a: ples 
from a farmer, no matter how fragrant they 
make the air, or how pure of blemish or per- 
fect as to appearance they may be, the aveiaze 
grocer will shrug his shoulders and say they 
are too sour, too sweet, or too hard, or too mel- 
low, and the price he gives is too much. But 
the editor or publisher, when he sits 
before the author whose work his corps of 
readers have adjudged worthy of his accept- 
ance, will, as a general thing, praise the pro- 
duction. If it be a book he may say: 

“Our readers have all reported favorably on 
your work, we will take it and hope to make a 
good thing outofit. If we do well with it we 
would like to do further business with you.’’ 

A southerner can’t but note the difference 
between the bearing of the average southern 
literateur and the northern. The latter would 
look at youin surprise if you were to tell him 
that there were aspirants for literary honors 
in the sunny south who would be willing to 
work a longtime for nothing in the way of 
pay for their work for the chance of becoming 
something some day. Hence the northern 
author counts on an income, and has a better 
fed look on him. He getsshaved occasionally, 
has a boy to black his boots and brush him 
down. He has not that sleepy. far-away look 
| in his eves, nor so much fringe on his trowsers 
as goes with the southern dreamer of dreams. 
He is ever wide awake, and knows how to 


| drive a bargain and work press notices. 


But while I have made this observation 
in regard to the external appearance 
of the southern writer, I doubt ser- 
iouslv if the northern has a jot the advantage 
over him, for the southern author works for 
the love of his art altogether and generally 
puts more delicacy of feeling and depth of 
pathos into his work. He has visicns of green 
fields, blue mountains, sparkling streams, birds 


rural folks to give him reverence for ard co fi- 
dence in humanity not distorted by worldly 
ambitions, stony streets, sky-reaching, sky 

hiding buildings packed with suffering human- 
ity. 
Said an editor to me the other day: ‘Taking 
into consideration the limited. number of 
writers from the south who have gotten into 
print, and the army in the north who earn 
their bread by their pen, three from the south 
have attracted attention as doing standard 
work to one in the north.”’ 

Among the editors of New York none are 
more popular that Mr. Fred M. Somers, editor 
of Current Literature. Heisa handsome man, 
with black hair and dark, penetrating eyes, 
about five feet eleven inches in height, and 
thirty-eight light summers on his erect figure. 
His sanctum is filled with a labyrinth of 
beautifully-decorated screens, so that one has 
to be careful in leaving the elevator not to run 
upon a clicking type-writer or get switched off 
into the rooms of his staff. 

As his own magazine contains nothing but 
reprint selections and editorials and as his 
pen-work is indemand, he sometimes writes 
an article for other magazines, as _ his ‘‘Forests 
of the California Coast Range”’ in the October 
issue of Harper’s Magazine will attest. 

Mr. Somers feels grateful to the south for 
the most liberal sepport it has given Current 
Literature, and says that Henry W. Grady’s 
letter to him was the first hearty recognition 
and prophecy of success that he received in 
his venture. He feels somewhat independent 
of New Yew York city as the magazine’s pop- 
ularity is steadily increasing in all directions. 

In first conceiving the plan of Current 
Literature, it was his design only to please avy- 
erage literary minds in its selections, but with 
the growth of the movement has come the 
support and patronage of the best literary 
minds in the country, until it looks as if, in a 
short time, this magazine will stand second in 
importance to none in America. 

It fills wants which are not patent to casual 
observers, to which he was kind enough to 
call my attention. For example: in the Oc- 
tober issue, in the ‘‘Magazine iteferences,”’ 
twenty-one articles on sociological questions 
are cited in the magazines of England and the 
United States. At this rate, then, twelve 
numbers of Current Literature would direct a 
student or a writer totwo hundred and fifty- 
two articles on that subject: and in ten years 
from now the searcher after information 
would have within his reach almost an incal- 
culable fund to draw from, and be able, also, 
to follow the growth of his theme from year to 
year and to view it from every possible point 
of vantage. The same can be said of all the 
different departments, so admirably are they 
classified, 

Mr. Somers’s experience and popularity in 
New York cause him to be looked to by many 
for advice. While I was with him an English 
writer called to thank him for having called 
the attention of a New York publisher to his 
work by which the writer had his book repub 
lished in this country and was paid for it. His 
candor is admirable. I heard him say to a 
friend of his, who was about to write a book 
in speaking of a famous authoress ; 

‘I like her short stories, but she can never 
write a good book. I don’t believe yau ever 
will, either.”’ 

‘‘You have never seen mine yet,’’ said the 
young man blushing. 

“Oh, you may be the exception to the rule,”’ 
said Mr. Somers, stroking him the right way 
now, ‘‘but good short story writers seldom, 
if ever, write well on extended work. The 
book would simply be a series of pictures, Poe 
couldn’t do it.”’ 

Mr. Edward W. Bok, who in conjunction 
with his brother, organized and controlled the 
Bok syndicate press, in which they managed to 
give to the public the works of the best foreign 
and American writers, has been appointed to 
the chair of editor-in-chief of the Ladies’ 
Home Journal. Mr. Bok is not more than 
twenty-five years of age, and is one of the best 
posted men on literary matters in this city.

A SPIDER'S WEB. 


The Excitement It Caused in a Colored Set 
tlemenf.

The colored people in South Chester have 
been thrown into great excitement over a fate- 
ful warning that the world is soon coming to 
anend.

THE STORY OF THE YOUNGEST SOL- 
DIERS OF THE CONFEDERACY. 


Commanded by the Youngest Captain—The 
Stranger Mourner at His Funeral—At- 
lanta From Its Ashes, 

From the Brunswick, Ga, Times. 

Early one bright morning in September, 
1886, I alighted from a Western and Atlantic 
passenger train as it stopped under the outer 
roof of the dingy and dirty union depot in At- 
lanta. 

Sixteen years had gone by since last my foet 
had pressed the soil of old Georgia, m native 
state, and during all these years I had been a 
nomad, a veritable. About the streets of At- 
lanta I wandered that day, a stranger ina 
strapge city. “When I had last been there 
war's scars were to be seen on every hand. It 
was Atlanta almost as Sherman had 
left it, with but little sign of returning life and 
anil scarce a hint of present glory. Twelve 
o’clock of that day I stood on the Kimball 
house corner nearest the railroad. From Pryor 
to Lloyd street there stretched a line of car- 
riages alongside the depot. In the center of the 
line was the carriage in which alone rides the 
unheeding form of the dead. Above it black 

lames lifted their sombre heads, and the 

river satinsolemn silence. Almost mechani- 
cally Iasked who it was had settled his last 
debt. 

“WALTER GORDON,” 

came the answer. How the news startled me! 
My captain dead! The brave, chivalrous, 
gifted Walter Gordon was no more! He had 
surrendered in a far distant city, and now they 
were bringing his body back to lay it weary in 
the keeping of the old foster-motber who had 
learned to lowe him so well. 

When the funeral cortege moved away from 
the depot I joined the ranks of the old univer- 
sity boys, and with them went to the city of 
the dead. Noone knew me; I knew no one. 
I was the one stranger-mourner in all that as- 
sembiage of mourners. 

The last time I had seen that form just cov- 
ered from sight it was alive in the flesh, wear- 
ing the gray, full of life and hope and all good 
graces. Walter Gordon was 

THE YOUNGEST CAPTAIN 
in [the confederate army; his company was 
composed of boys, mere striplings, who had 
thrown aside their school books to give service 
as best they could to the cause of their native 

Jand. 

The home of these boys was Columbus, 
and nearly every one of them hada father or 
brother at the front with Lee or Johnston. 
When the company had been recruited it went 
intocamp ina grove onthe outskirts of the 
city, and strictest military discipline was en- 
forced by the young commander. Governor 
Brown accepted the proffer of our services and 
arms were promptly furnished. There were 
the daily drills, the guard mounts, the walk-~ 
ing of beats about the camp and al] the sem- 
blance and order of veterans. 

One day there came an order for the com- 
pany to strike camp and join the Georgia Ca- 
dets, under the command of Major Capers, at 
West Point. Ah, this meant war to these 
fiery young southerners. They sniffed the 
battle like Job’s war horse and heard the roar 
of the cannon and the roll of musketry. Such 
haste they made to obey that order! The 
train that bere them to the littletown on the 
Chattahoochee seemed to creep along no faster 
than a snail, so eager were these boy fighters 
to join themselves to the larger command. 

At West Point the camp was in a grove of 
noble old oaks ona plateau bordering on the 
river. That camp was the one point of inter- 
est tothe women and children of the little 
village. Such feasting was never the good 
fortune of any other command in the south. 
Georgia’s most beautiful daughters, 

MISS SALLIE FANNIE REID, 

new the gracious and handsome wife of 

one of Atlanta’s most prominent business men, 

was the fair goddess of these boys, and never 

did royal princess receive more chivalrous 

homage than these young Knights gave to this 

lovely daughter of Georgia. 

Two weeks in that training camp and then 
came the eagerly expected order for the bat- 
talion to movetothe front. That order was 
read at dress parade and a veritable “rebel 
yell’’ was its greeting. Quickly were the prep- 
arations made, and soon the buoyant boys 
were steaming toward Atlanta. Arriving 
there, the line of march was taken for 

TURNER’S FERRY, 

pome ten miles away, on the Chattahoochee 

river. 

As the sun, a great, fiery red ball, dropped 
bebind the hills alorg the Chattahoochee, the 
welcome command: ‘‘Halt,’’ was heard, and 
in alittle blackjack grove the tired, hungry 
and thirsty ‘‘kids’’ spread their blankets, eat a 
hasty supper of cold bread and meat, slaked 
their burning thirst at a well across the road, 
and under the stars were soon soundly sjcep- 
ing, dreaming, mayhap, of the pleasant homes 
and loved ones they had left to brave war’s 
dangers and face death on the battlefield. 

But the reveille sounds out on the early 
morning air. From across the river there 
floats thie sharp notes of a thousand bugles and 
mingling with them is the neigh of horses, the 
bray of mules andthe shouts and sounds of 
anarmy. Strange voices these, and wonder- 
ful effect did they have on these tyros just 
aroused from sweet sleep and suddenly brought 
face to face with the stern realities they had 
seen only in mental pictures. How little did 
the ideal resemble the real! 

WITH WORDS OF CHEER 

woptain Gordon moved among his boys. He 

was their beau ideal of an officer; they loved 

him as a brother and trusted him with a, faith 
inspirational. 

A hurried breakfast and then down the red 
road the command moved to the pontoon 
bridge across the yellow river, there to do 

uard duty. On the summit of the opposite 

ill thousands of negro men, the tithe force 
gathered from the plantations of the south, 
were hard at work throwing up breastworks. 
Across the swaying, sagging bridge of boats 
great ordnance and commissary wagons were 
constantly passing. Two brigades of grim old 
veterans, jolly and merry, even though hun- 
gry and naked, swung along to take their 
place at tle front. How they did guy us, and 
with what ease did they put us to shame-faced 
discomfiture When we ventured toreply to 
their volleysof wit atourexpense! A battle 
of words Jwith an old confed. was as dangerous 
as a battle of bullets with him! 

| “STEADY, BoYs!”’ 
suddenly rang out the coinmand from Major 
Capers. 

And there was need to be steady, for down 
the hill there came rolling a black cloud, its 
speed increasing at every foot. The negroes 
had stampeded! Some yankee had trained 
his Parrott rifle cannon on them, and the well 
directed shell had decapitated a darky as neat- 
ly as if done by asurgeon. That was enough 
of war forthat black mass, and down went 
picks and shovels and, *‘1’m gwine back to de 
ole plantashun,’’ was the instant impulse of 
every son of Ham. With fixed bayonets and 
firmly planted feet, the boys prepared to stem 
and turn that inass of frightened human be- 
ings. But we mightas weil have tried to dip 
dry the Chattahoochee with a sand seive, as to 
stop that stampede. 

“GIT OUT DE WAY MARSTER!”’ 

they shouted, and—well, we hadn’t lost any 
darkies and the bridge was theirs. On it they 
rushed, intothe river they plunged, and to 
the other shore they got, and away they went 
like sheep fleeing from a pack of hungry 
hounds. 

That was the one ludicrous episode in our 
soldier experience. 

‘A few days of guard duty at that ferry, and 
then one night we were ordered down the 
south bank of the river. Whata night that 
was. Underand into jagged black jacks, old 
fieid pines; stumbling and falling over rocks, 
sore, bruised and tired out. And nota shot 
at a yankee! They just wouldn’t let us 
get at Sherman and wipe his army from 
the soil of Georgia! What terrible blunders 
were made by the southern generals! 

Thus went by the days, and all this bat- 
calion of fighters couid do was to march here 
and there, do guard duty, and abuse Hood 
(Jolmston had been removed), for not letting 
us stop the war by licking Sherman! 

BACK TO ATLANTA 
we were ordered, and.there the gallant Gordon 
broke our ranks, and the company of boys was 
no more. Hood issued an order for us to be 
sent home, for he wanted no children in his 
army. Someof the boys attached themselves 
to the Cadets, and in the hot siege of the city 

did heroic service, two of them meeting a sol- 

dier’s death. 

There I bade Walter Gordon goodbye. It 
was, indeed, farewell, for never again did I 
grasp the hand of this noble young captain nor 
look again into his illumined face. When the 
flag of the confederacy was fore er furled, he

THE MEXICAN PEON. 


He Exceeds Our Southern Negro in Indus- 
try and Energy. 
Mexican Letter to Philadelphia Record. 

Speaking of the peon, I think to most travel- 
ers in Mexico one of the most astonishing things 
must be in the apparent difference between ac- 
counts read of his laziness and shiftlessness 
and what one really sees of him in the city or 
country. Ishould say, from several months 
observation of them, the average peon far ex- 
ceeds our best negro workers of the south in 
indastry and energy. 

On the streets you much oftener seethem on 
a brisk walk, or, asin the case of the carga- 
dores, even on a trot, than at the slouching 

ait of most of our southern colored laborers. 

he peon is more ignorant than the latter, due 
to his isolation from higher civilization, but I 
would unhesitatingly say that his natural in~ 
telligence is greater. He works for smaller 
wages than the negro, getting on an average 
about 18 cents a day in the country. He is fru- 
gal—as arule a littie fonder of his pulque or 
tequira than the negro is of bis whisky, but 
also, as a rule, faithful and good natured. 

In the country they will often be met long 
before daylight driving their burros or carry- 
ing on their own backs burdens into a market 
town twenty or thirty miles away. The load 
they carry and distances they frequently make 
with them are almost incredible. have 
known one peon to carry on his back, by means 
of the peculiar pack of the country, eighty 
good sized water-jars a distance of 15 miles in 
the morning. In the city one is struck by their 
alert, polite ways. 

They are very susceptible to kindness and 
equally quick to resent severity of language 
from a stranger. Ourside of the cities I have 
found them noticeably honest, and even iu the 
cities they would rank far above the Mexican 
(I observe the distinction made by Mr. Bishop, 
I think, of calling *‘Mexican’’ the mixed blood 
of the Spanish and native, and applying the 
term ‘‘Indian,’’ or ‘‘peon,’’ according to the 
class, to the pure blooded native) in this re- 
spect. The old hereditary traits of the Latin 
race will crop out, even mixed with other 
blood and transplanted to other soil.

They Are Not States Yet. 

The New York Herald says: ‘‘The two Da- 
kotas, Montana and Washington, are not yet 
states. They are still territories. They are, 
into the 
Union, since they have adopted constitutions 
and elected statejofticers pursuant to the act of 
congress. The only remaining formality re- 
quired is that the governor of each shall certi- 
fy to the presidentthe result of Tuesday’s elec-- 
tion, and the president shall issue a proclama- 
tion announcing such result, 

Until a new apportionment is made by con- 
gress North Dakota, Montana and Washington 
wiil have one representative each, and South 
Dakota two. Each will have two senators, to 
be chosen by the legislature elected on Tues- 
day. These eight senators and five represen- 
tatives wil] be entitled to seats in the coming 
congress, assuming, of course, that President 
Harrison issues the requisite proclamation in 
season. That proelamation will be an historic 
event without a parallel. It will proclaim the 
birth of four new states—more than have been 
admitted together since the formation of the 
government. It will enlarge the Union from 
thisty-eight to forty-two states, although un- 
der an act of congress the four new stars will 
not be added to the flag until the next Fourth 
of July. It will increase the senate from sev- 
enty-six to eighty-four members, the house of 
representatives from three hundred and twen- 
ty-five to three hundred and thirty, and the 
électoral coliege from four hundred and one 
to four hundred and fourteen. Politically the 
admission of the new states will be a substan- 
tial advantage to the republicans. They get 
six of the senators and five of the representa- 
tives. That will give them in the next con- 
gress forty-five of the eighty-four senators, a 
majority of eight. tt will give them a hun- 
dred and sixty-eight of the house, or six more 
than the opposition. With a republican pres- 
ident that majority will make the party re- 
sponsible to the country for 'the legislation of 
the session.”’

“Well, now, when you talk about things 
being left-behind by the Indians,” said old man 
E. L. Cooper, “I have seen some of their tracks in 
Wailkercounty. There is a smooth piece of ground 
in that county on which the grass won’t grow and 
never will fora lopg time to come. It was for 
many years, perhaps two or three hundred, the ball 
play ground of the Indians. The young Cherokee 
braves of Peavine creek and Dogwood creek met 
there for many acontest. They tied their ponies 
together two and two—the Peavine creek wanted to 
go to his home and the Dogwood creek pony de- 
sired to do the same, so they did not wander off, 
They had green corn dances at this place, too. The 
game of ball was played inthis manner: Ata post 
in the center of the field the ball was thrown high 
into the air. The - Indians carried short 
white oak sticks in their hand with 
one end bent and a net made 
of strips of deer skin init. They had two of these 
with which they couid catch the ball, but they 
could never pick it up with their hands. When 
one caught the ball with his raquet and got it into 
his hands, it was a hard matterto make him give it. 
Often they would pitch the man upand let him 
fall to the ground. They were very rough and little 
cared if a player broke his limbs,”’

filled with silver and gold to a blacksmith shop 
located where Mr. Hice Howell now lives on the 
Kingston road.

I 
was very intimate with the old preacher, He tray- 
eled through all this section preaching to the In- 
dians as early as 1818,’

A Young Man Who Has Probably Done as 
Much as Any One in the Fight Against the 
Jute Bagging Trust. 
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The above cut is a fair likeness of Mr. Paul 
M. Atkinson. This young gentieman, recognizing 
the determined position taken by the Farmers’ 
Alliance against jute bagging, and also appreci- 
uting the incapacity of the cotton mills to supply 
the demand for cotton bagging, goes to work and 
finds an excellent substitute, the success of which is 
evidenced from the fact that almost every town in 
the state is handling it, over 2,000,000 yards having 
been sold. 

When asked by a CONSTITUTION reporter if his 
substitute was in much demand, Mr. Atkinson drew 
a bundle of letters from his pocket and replied: 

‘Here is my morning’s mail, and they all want 
bagging.”’ 

‘*Then you must be selling quantities of it, and, 
of course, making a nice thing of it,’’ 

‘Yes, 1 am selling stacks of it, and am notin the 


business simply forfun. I am making a profit on_ 


my goods, but I bave the satisfaction of knowing 
that my customers also are making a better profit 
than they have ever made on bagging. You see, 
my goods, in the first place, are considerably 
cheaper than cotton bagging, and being so much 
stronger and more than twice as heavy, I guarantee 
a clear gain over the cotton bagging of sixty cents 
on each bale of cotton packed in my substitute, and 
fight the trust just the same.”

PLUNKETT ON STRIKES. | 


“The railroaders up to Atlanta are ona 
strike,”’ said Plunkett, as he pitched his hat 
on a table and settled back in his chair. 

“I’ve been watching strikes erlong time,” 
continued the old man, “‘and its my observa- 
tion that there was never any good gained for 
the ones who engage in them. 

“T never did know but onestrike to strike 
proprietors right cozip. That was during of 
the war when conscript officers had their eyes 
skint to catch every fellow outen the army. 

“Printers were exempt from being con- 
scripted so long as they held er job in a print- 
ing office. They struck for higher wages and 
the proprietors just laughed in their sleves 
and waltzed over to the conscript officers and 
notified ’em that the printers had quit work 
and were subject. 

“Them proprietors had a broad grin on 
their faces when a guard started off to cap- 
ure the printers, but their underjaws drapped 
erway down on their waistcoats when they 
were informed that they were in the same 
condition as the workmen and would be held 
and sent to the front. 

“The proprietors give the raise before you 
could have said scat. 

“There haint no conscript officers now, and 
its my notion that a rich corporation can run 
its money in its pockets and keep it there 
longer than a poor workman can do without 
it. Strikes hurt the strikers, and more espe- 
cially does it hurt the women and children— 
they have to do the real suffering in all such 
matters. 

“The lawyers say that ‘possession is nine 
points of law.’ Why the thunder working 
men won’t think of this when they want a 
wrong redressed, is strange to me. 

“They have contempt for what they call 
‘scabs,’ ‘rats,’ and so on, aud so on, and yet 
they give these ‘bad’ fellows their opportuni- 
ties by giving them possession. 

‘Strikes are ruinous to proprictors as well 
as to the strikers themselves, and the persons 
benefited are these ‘bad’ men whom the 
strikers feel so unkindly towards. 

‘‘The men who strike are more than apt to 
act in such manner as to make personal ene- 
mies of their employers. This creates the im- 
pression that their business interest is in jeop- 
ardy in the hands of such men, and there are 
always shrewd fellows enough ermong these 
‘scabs’ and ‘rats’ to encourage this belief and 
to profit by the indiscretions of their union 
brothren. 

“Old Blaine got to be a mighty big man up 
north by ‘waving the bloody shirt.” On the 
same principal strikers, when once out of pos- 
session, will see Blaines ermong these ‘bad’ 
men who will wave, wave, wave, and while 
they may not get to be secretary of state, they 
will hold the situationsand laugh at the strik- 
ers on the water plugs. 

‘Tam not ergin unions. I believe that the 
trades unions will yet prove to be the safety- 
valves of our American labor pressures, but 
they will have to be run ina spirit of fairness 
and common sense. 

“Unions must not stand as a menace to 
capital, but, hand in hand, the monied man 
aud the workmen must move, keeping in mind 
the injunction of ‘do unto others as you would 
have others do unto you.’ 

‘The capitalist should desire the settlement 
of these labor troubles, for when they take 
shape as witnessed in the west not long ago— 
when an army must be called out to suppress 
riots, our American institutions are in danger 
and revolution eminent. 

“Organization will do away with bloody 
riots when proprietors and the workman go 
into them together in aspirit of fairness and 
compromise. Differences can be discussed in 
the halls of unions and peaceful settlements 
arrived at, when a discussion upon the street 
corners would lead to broils and confussion. 

“*T expect and hope to see the my when the 
hills of Georgia will bristle with labor halls, 
where the employer and the workman can set- 
tle their differences, when strikes will be un- 
known, when ‘wisdom, justice and moderation

A RIVALRY WHICH MEANS PROGRESS 


Gratifying Accounts From the 
Georgia Seats of Learning. 


THENS, Ga., October 12. 

[Special.|—If there is one 

institution around which 

the affections of Georgia’s 

citizens should cling, it is 

the State University. <A 

great deal having been said 

in regard to this institution, 

* both in the halls of legisla— 

tion and through the columns of the press 

of Georgia, a few facts in regard to the pres- 

ent{status of affairs here wight be of interest to 

the public. Your correspondent has taken 

pains to make a personal investigation of the 

university since the opening of the present ses- 

sion and offers facts concerning it the 

proper proofs of which can be given. Never 

in the listory of the university has the outlook 

been brighter than it is today, and if indica- 

tions point to anything, the college is climbing 
upward very steadily. 

The tirst point which strikes the mind of the 
person passing through the college is the in- 
creased number of students in‘attendance upon 
the university. The registry book in Chancel- 


lor Boggs’s office shows the names of 

ONE HUNDRED AND FIFTY-SEVEN 
boys who have come here to obtain a thorough 
education. The fact may be mentioned that 
fully fifteen members have as yet failed to 
register, and that there are now in atttendance 
about one hundred and seventy men. 

As compared with last year, there are now at 
least thirty-five more students here, and at the 
present rate of increase, before the term is over 
two hundred and fifty men will be drinking in 
large draughts of learnng at the capacious 
founts of the State University. 

THE DIFFERENT CLASSES. 

The students are pretty well distributed 
among the different classes, and each class 
seems to be stirred with pride to become the 
best in college. 

The law class contains twenty-two members 
at present with the certainty of running to 
twenty-five in a week. Professors A, J. Cobb, 
George D. Thomas and Dr. 8. C. Benedict, 
by their untiring efforts are making this 
branch of the college one of its most attractive 
and beneficial features. 

The senior class numbers thirty-seven, and 
each one is bent on honorable graduation. At 
the commencement thirty-seven graduates 
will go forth from their alma mater’s halls. 

Tie junior class has thirty-five members, 
and several more will be added at an early 
cate. 

Forty-three sophomores are toiling along 
with the beginning of student’s life, and are 
beuding to their work with a will. 

Sixteen freshmen bring up the rear ranks, 
and four elective students round up the entire 
number. 

A brighter, healthier, more energetic set of 
boys never attended the University of Georgia. 
IMPROVEMENTS MADE. 

Several improvements have been made here 
during the summer, and more are being made 
every day. The Richardson house, for a long 
time used as a dormitory, but now used for 
recitation rooms, has been entirely re—plas- 
tered and re—paiuted. It is now one of the 
handsomest buildings on the campus. The 
grounds have been improved, and additions to 
the library have been made. But while these 
improvements have been made, a casual glance 
will suftice toshow the passer-by that the state 
should appropriate money for other necessary 
improvements. The general sentiment among 
the students and _ citizens is high in its 
praise of the new board of trustees for the 
first appropriation of money it made, viz.: for 
hymn books and an organtobe used inthe 
Sabbath afternoon exercises at the chapel, and 
everyone awaits the decision of the general 
assembly in regard to the appropriation bill. 

STRIKING FEATURES. 

There are many striking features in the 
work of the university for this term. 

Prominent among these is the military feat- 
ure, which was revived lastterm. The benefit 
to the students from these exercises has been 
described by them as incalculable. There are 
now over one hundred men in the ranks, drill- 
ing three timesa week, andit is fair to say 
that they are doing well. 

Colonel C. M. Snelling 
the battalion in fine shape and 
will drill the boys at the fair 
grounds during the northeast Georgia stock 
and poultry exhibit. Colonel Snelling has 
under him an excellent corps of ofticers, prom- 
inent among which are Messrs. Ellis, Young- 
blood and Boylston, of Atlanta. It is the tes- 
timony of a score or more students that this 
military feature has restored health to en- 
feebled frames, and given back to the pallid 
cheek the roseate hues of youth. 

Another prominent feature is the new sys- 
tem of examination now in vogue. Under the 
old system a student could ‘‘stuff’’ an exami- 
nation and make a good mark. Nowno no- 
tice is given as to when an examination will be 
held and consequently a student is forced to 
thoroughly prepare his daily recitations. It is 
needless to say that this system is proving a 
great success. Dr. Bocuck, the new professor 
of ancient languages, is instituting a different 
system of teaching and is very much liked by 
the students. 

FRATERNITIES AND LITERARY SOCIETIES. 

The question of secret societies and literary 
societies is an interesting one, and facts in 
this line are of interest to many, 

It is an open secret that the chancellor is 
opposed to secret societies, although he 1s dis- 
posed to let them remain unmolested at the 
university. The existing feeling between the 
fraternities is of the most friendly kind, and 
between the ‘“Greeks’’ and non-fraternit 
men a better feeling could not possibly prevail. 
The clubs are doing no harm at the univer . 
sity now at least. 

The societies are in splendid condition. The 
Phi Kappas and Demosthenians are engaged 
in good-natured rivalry, and are filled with en- 
ergetic men, who are determined to conquer 
the difficulties of speaking, and learn in their 
respective halls the highly useful art of debate. 

A few years since, interminable wrangles 
would take place over the champion debaters’ 
places, but now this is averted by changing 
the manner of choosing the debaters. For- 
merly it was by election; now it is by compe- 
tition. Formerly friendship and influence 
would often win over worth; now solid merit 
counts alone. 

The hall which once rang with the elo- 
quence of Hill and Toombs and Gordon now 
echoes to the voices of ardent Demosthenians, 
and the forum in which were once heard the 
speeches of Stephens and Lumpkin and Cobb 
and Grady now resounds with the debates of 
enthusiastic Phi Kappas.

THE POOR MAN’S SON IS HERE, 

The rich man’s son is not in the ascendancy 
here, as many believe outside this immediate 
community. 

It is a sound rule to go by, 
actual facts and _ (figures go much 
ae than random guesses and mere conjeo- 
ures, 

On this line of thought the impression, which 
has been made upon the public mind that this 
isacollege solely for rich men’ssons must 
vanish. Upon actual investigation there is to 
be found among the 157 names of the students 
upon the registry book twenty-eight who are 
educating themselves. Twenty-cight is about 
18 per cent of one hundred and fifty-seven, and 
at once shows that 18 per cent of the students 
of the university are educating themselves. 
There might be added to thris over 40 per cent 
who are here on a short allowance from their 
fathers, and you have about 70 perfent of the 
university who could come under the head of 
‘the poor men’s sons.”’ 

Another evidence of the attendance of many 
®@ poor man’s son is the application for nearly 
one hundred places at the college dormitory, 
where board is cheap. 

Moreover, the poor man’s son is making 
headway iu college. Observers will notice 
him in high position of trust and confidence; 
will notice him foremost in debate; will find 
him studious and regular in his habits, and at 
commencement his name will be along at the 
top. 
The poor but ambitious boy is a familiar 
figure upon the college grounds; the bosom 
companion and dearest friend of the rich, and 
eminently successful in all things he under-— 
takes. 

Viewing the college from the investigator's 
standpoint. one can but say that investigation 
by those -ho doubt will find the above stated 
facts to be true in every’ particular. 

THE MORALS OF THE UNIVERSITY. 

This might well be said tobe the greatest 
index to a college’s greatness. What can 
prove more conclusively the worth of an in- 
stitution than this point? Itis surprising to 
interrogate a new student and receive his 
answer concerning what he thinks to be the 
moral nature of the college boys. He at once 
replies to your question that his ftmpression 
was that Athens was a bad place and the uni- 
versity a breeder of infidelity and skepticism. 
What is his answer ina few days? Your cor- 
respondent had the pleasure of hearing a few 
of these answers last night.

It has awakened new hope, new energy and 
new life in this Baptist time-honored institu- 
tion of learning. 

At the commencement last summer, when 
the board of trustees announced that hence- 
forth education would be given without cost 
and without price, the friends of Mercer saw 
the dawn of a new day, the clouds that had 
begun to lower dark and heavy over the cher- 
ished university disappeared like mists before 
the rising sun, and rainbows of brightest 
promise now bend o’er the brow of the future. 
Rev. Dr. G. A. Nunnally, the newly-elected 
president, made a soul-stirring speech to

the trusteés and large audience’ assembléd on 


cammencement day, which thrilled every soul 
present, and he instilled into the heart of all 
some of the enthusiasm and hope that animat- 
ed his own breast, and he pledged himself to 
bend every energy and endeavor in behalf of 
Mercer, and to make her take and maintain 
high position among the leading universities 
of the land. He pledged an increased matricu- 
lation at the beginning of the then coming 
term, and promised that Mercer should receive 
an impetus that would send her bounding for- 
ward ona prosperous, happy and successful 
career. 
TRUE TO HIS PROMISE. 

Most faithfally and truly has the energetic 
and popular president kept his pledges. Col- 
lege halls crowded with students, large classes, 
liberal donations to the endowment fund, new 
buildings, contributions to the library, im- 
proved apparatus in the laboratory, the buoy- 
ant hopes of the faculty, the cheer of the trus- 
tees, the gladness of friends all unite in attest- 
ing how excellently President Nunnally has 
fulfilled all promises and pledges. 

THE FIFTY-SECOND ANNUAL SESSION 

of Mercer university opened on September 
25th dast, under the most auspicious circum- 
stancés. The sun that rose on that golden 
autumnal morning seemed to take pride and 
delight in kissing with its first smiling rays 
the lofty spire of the handsome $125,000 uni- 
versity building that stands in majesty and 
beauty on a commanding elevation; like some 
beacon light, to lead the wanderer from dan- 
gerous and unknown paths into a haven of 
safety and a refuge of light. 

The fall term of 1889 opened with the largest 
enrollment of new students ever recorded in 
the. annals of the university. 
matriculation to date of pupils who have never 
before attended Mercer is about eighty-five. 
This number alone exceeds what has been in 
some years the entife matriculation at the col- 
lege, including old and new students. These 
eighty-five new students have come from all 
sections of Georgia. Tennessee, Florida, Ala- 
bama and other states are also well represented. 
Quite a number followed President Nunnally 
from Alabama when he resigned the pastorate 
of Anniston church to ncoees the presidency 
of Mercy oe Including old students; 
the total matriculation is about 135, but ney 
students are daily arriving, and it is not ims 


probable that the number will be fully 150 be. 


‘ovember lst next. This number refers 
strictly and only to the college proper. It does 
not apply to the preparatory or academic 
school, where this number is quite large, nor 
does it apply to the theological department. 

It is confidently believed that the enroll- 
ment will show 

TWO HUNDRED NAMES 
at the commencement of the spring term in 
January next. President Nunnally is constantly 
receiving letters from farmers and others, say- 
ing they will send their sons to college at the 
beginning of the new year. Ten new students 
enrolled today. 

The standard of the students matriculated 
is exceedingly fine. It shows an unusual high 
degree of intelligence, moral character and 
courteous demeanor. President Nunnally is 
much gratified at the caste ofthe pupils. It 
demonstrates that free tuition is not hurtful, 
and is not calculated to collect the idle or 
undeserving. President Nunnally says that 
viewing the future by the bright promises of 
the present, he anticipates a brilliant and 
interesting commencement next summer, 
and forsees great popularity and prosperity for 
the university in the years to come. The stu- 
dents and the college will be mutually bene 
fitted by free tuition. The experiment has 
proven very satisfactory and encouraging so- 
far. 

The preliminary work attending on the 
opening session, such as examinations, classi- 
fications, procuring books and obtaining lodg- 
ing places is about completed,and the students 
have entered actively upon their duties. Study 
is now the watchword, and recitations are un- 
der full headway. The examination of new 
students for admission into the class for which 
they applied, was universally thorough and 
strict, and it is a settled fact that no student 
has been allowed to enter a_ class 
beyond his qualifications. Hence, 
it is expected that the degree of proficiency 
among the scholars will be very good. 

WHERE THE STUDENTS BOARD. 

The students have the privilege of boarding 
on the campus or in the city at private board- 
ing houses. The campus consists of ten acres 
of beautiful grounds, dotted over with pretty 
and attractive cottages, occupied by the stu- 
dents. There is alsoa large brick dormitory 
under the charge of Rev. Dr. G. W. McCall, 
the traveling or financial agent of the univer- 
sity, where many of the boys board. Then 
there a uilding known as the 
“University Boarding club,’’ where some 
of the pupils stay. The cottages, 
dormitory and ‘University Boarding club” 
are situated on the campus. The average 
board paid by the students at any of these 
places is only ten ($10) dollars per month, and 
most excellent fare and genuine accommoda- 
tion is furnished. Those who board in town 
pay from $12 to $20 per month, as their in- 
clination suggest and purse allow. But it is 
not only cheaper to live on the campus, but it 
is possible that closer adplication is given to 
studies. 

ONLY TWENTY DOLLARS. 

In previous years a tuition fee of sixty dol- 
lars per year has been charged a student and an 
incidental fee of five dollars. Under the system 
of fees tuition adopted this year, a student is 
only r 
teen dollarsand five dollars for incidentals. 
This sum isexacted of every student who ma- 
triculates. Formerly, theological students 
and the sons of preachers were educated free 
and exempted of all expense, but under the 
new rale the fee of twenty dollars is exacted 
of everyone, and thus the college will 
bly receive a larger sum than if a tuition fee 
was exacted of com tively a few, while 
many theological students and preachers’ sons 
paid nothing. The twenty-dollar fee from se

ENDOWMENT FUND. 

The question has been frequently asked, how 
can Mercer afford free tuition? In addition to 
the means mentioned above, the university has 
an endowment fund of almost $140,000, nearly 
all of which is invested in safe bonds at six 
per cent interest per annum. About thirty 
thousand dollars of the above amount is in 
Georgia railroad stock. There is also some in 
Southwestern railroad stock. Some of the 
endowment is in Atlanta ey per cents.

Last week at Friendship association Presi 
dent Nunnally was given over one bundred 
dollars to buy new apparatus for the depart-— 
ment of chemistry and physics. 

Donations of money and books have also 
been given for the college library which al- 
ready consistsjof over 5,000 volumes. 

The city of Macon, in order to secure the lo- 
cation of Mercer university here, donated ten 
acres of valuable land for a site, and $125,000. 
An elegant and well arranged edifice was 
erected with this sum. Portions of the campus 
is beautifully adorned with flowers, shubbery 
and trees. The entire ten acres will soon be 
made to blossom like the rose. 

PBESIDENT NUNNALLY’S TRAVELS. . 

Since the election of President Nunnally 
lastsummer, he has been traveling con- 
stantly in the interest of the university, 
and has accomplished great good. 
He preaches free tuition from 
one end of the state to the other, and often- 
times his voice is heard in other states 
in the same good cause. The only things that 
equal his energy and faithfulness are his 
ability and popularity. The students seem to 
admire, like and honorhim. Under his ad- 
ministration new blood has been infused into 
the university and into all of its friends. Free 
education and free salvation go hand in hand 
for the benefit, profit and glory of mankind. 

THE FACULTY. 

It has been — remarked that 
the faculty oO Mercer seem to 
have caught fresh inspiration from the 
brilliant and encouraging opening of the fall 
session, and they have taken up their tasks 
with renewed vigor. The faculty is one of the 
ablest and most popular of any college in the 
south. The nestor of the faculty is the dearly 
beloved Professor 8. P. Sanford, who has been 
connected with the university over fifty years, 
almost since the day of its foundation. He is 
the well-known author of Sanford’s series of 
analytical arithmetics, which are standard 
books in nearly every state in the union. His 
royalty from these arithmetics is estimated at 
$12,009 or $15,000 per annum, and the sale and 
use of them are continually growing. Another 
highly esteemed gentleman who has been long 
connected with Mercer’s faculty is the veteran 
professor, Joseph E. Willet, one of the best 
chemists in the country.

credit due him, he is now universally recognized 
as the discoverer of anaesthsia. ‘Lhe statue erected 
by our citizens in Bushnell park, is a fitting tribute 
to the value of the services he rendered the world, 
tand a graceful recognition of the honor he brought 
O this city.” 
THE DEFENSE OF CRAWFORD. 

“Justice to the memory of Dr. Crawford W. Long, 
the true discoverer of that which has contributed so 
much to science and humanity; justice to truth, to 
the members of his family who survive him, and to 
the state of Georgia demands that this unjust and 
untrue claim of the Hartford Post should not go un- 
noticed. I have delayed assuming aduty, prompted 
by the highest sense of justice, reverence and es- 
teem, that I might gather before me all the 
evidence bearing upon this subject, before under- 
taking an answer,and with the hope that some 
abler pen might be summoned to the “labor of love.’? 
When it is remembered, that but a few years since, 
the whole country was excited over the question as

How different was the fate of Dr. Crawford W. 
Long. After a long life of honor and useful- 
ness, he calmly and f@ily, at 
my house on the 16th, of June, 1878, while in the 
discharge of the duties of his noble profession. A 
more beautiful and peaceful death is rarely record- 
ed, Beingin attendance upon my sick wife, he 
was eptreating her to let him administer anesthea 
for the relief of her pain and suffering. At almost 
the very moment be was stricken with paralysis, 
which ina few hours ended the life of one of 
Georgia’s most useful, honored and 
distinguished citizens. How beautiful, that Dr. 
Long's last office in this life, should have been an 
effortand a desire to utilize his great discovery, 
which is the greatest blessing ever bestowed upon 
suffering bumanity.

Saw—Bill Meets Newt. Taumlin and Has 
a Talk With Him,

the exposition. Atlanta can get up more 
things and more ways to get the people there 
and make them spend their money than any 
town ofitssizein the union. If this thing 
don’t stop she will gobble us all up sooner or 
later, and there wil! be no remedy but to move 
there. Bill Glenn says he ig going to move 
there right away, for he knows it will have 
to come. It is like Newt Tumlin’s 
politics, He said that the only way 
to geteven with the republican party was to 
join ’em.

He 
joined the church and went to preaching, 
which is better. I like Newt; I like his big 
bosom and his big heart; I like to hear his big 
mouth rol! outlanguage.. It comes in such a 
stream and so honest and unpremeditated and 
so fullof human kinaness. Ilove to meet 
him onthe cars and feel the warm grasp of 
his handand hear him say, ‘‘Why, howdy 
Bil!, God biess you; how is the- wife and the 
children.

Let the people look at our 
agricultural products. Look at those thir- 
teen pumpkins that grewonone vine, and 


weigh 700 pounds, and there are seven more on 
the vine that are green, and they will weigh 
300 pounds more. One thousand pounds of 
sumpkins on one vine, and it didn’t grow on 
umpkin Vine creek either. Look at our 
samples of corn and wheat and oats and po- 
tatoes. We didn’t send down anything but 
samples. Some counties sent all they had but 
we didn’t. This is the banuer county for grain, 
as will be seen in the last census reports. Our 
town of Cartersville was named for old Sam 
Carter, who raised so many oats—so many that 
he couldn’t find room enough in his field to 
shock ‘em all after he had cut ’em and had to 
shock about half in another field, and so when 
a fellow has got a heap of anything he says he’s 
got as many as Carter had oats. What a pity 
we couldn’t take down a slice of our rivers and 
let those Atlanta people see what a river is, 
and if we could only transplant one of our 
magnificent springs that come gushing from 
the rocks in silver streams big enough to turn 
amill. It is right pitiful to see those Atlanta 
people prancing and dancing around that little 
Ponce de Leon that is about big enough to 
water the chickens inand yet they call ita 
spring. Ob, my, I wish we could take down 
one of our mountains and some of the life-giv— 
ing atmosphere that surrounds it from base to 
pennacle. But it is a blessed thing that such 
things can’t be moved, otherwise we would 
have lost everything when Sherman’s bam 
mers went through. But we are not vain. 
We are only content with our country and 
what God has given hor. As Daniel Webster 
said about Massachusetts, ‘‘there she is—look 
at her.’”* We could have made 
a bigger spread but our county 
commissioners got scared and wouldn’t give us 
a dollar to work with. They said they were 
afraid somebody would find out what we had 
and swindle us out of it. But look at Floyd 
and Whittield and Polk and Talbot and Jones 
and Troup and many others that are nearly as 

ood as Bartow. It is enough to make a 

eorgian proud. 

At 12 o’clock I took a seat on the grand 
stand to see the Indians and cowboys perform. 
I didn’t expect much, but I say now that for 
two hours I witnessed the best show I ever 
saw in ny life. The circus won’t compare with 


it. It is a show of such natural distances and 
those Indians can be seen hiding 


in ambush half amile away and when they 
come dashing down upon an emigrant train 
and yell and shoot, and ride around with their 
bodies on the sides of their horses and the poor 
surprised emigrants get b@hind their wagons 
and horses and fire back, and one gets killed 
and two or three Indians bite the dust, and 
justin the nick of time the cowboys come 
dashing down like a whirlwind and fire and 
yell, and the fight gets thick and hot, it just 


makes the turkey bumps rise all over 
a fellows back and I got excited and 
wanted to lift up my  voice—I did. 


The cowboys ran those Indians half a mile, 
and then guarded the emigrants to a place of 
safety and carried the little children on theit 
horses. They took up the dead man and laid 
him across the saddle, and one rode behind to 
steady him, and his head and his long hair 
hung down on one side and his feet on the 
other, just as natural as life, as they passed 
the grand stand. And then in another scene 
the Indians attacked the Deadwood stage—an 
old-fashioned, sure enough stage that was full 
of passengers and guarded by two well armed 
horsemen, and then the firing and the fighting 
was terrific, and some were wounded and some 
were killed. {never saw such riding as those 
cowboys did. They can beat the Indians. 
Their small, wiry and tireless mustangs can 
run like the wind and seem to enjoy the per- 
formance. The cowboys got after a horsethief 
and ran him all around the race track and 
across the middle,and fired at him every jump, 
and he fired back, and finally a cowboy jerked 
a lasso from his saddle and sent it flying 
through the air and curled it over the thief’s 
neck while he was at full speed, and he jerked 
him from his horse tothe ground. Then they 
jumped down and fastened the rope around 
his wrisis and remounted and dragged that 

fellow~on his abdominal for a quarter of a 
milé at full speed, and then puf’a rope around 
his neck aud hung him up toa crossbar on a 
telegraph pole and shot Lim all to pieces while 
he was a sige ten feet in the air, and we saw 
him kick his last kick and after while the 
Gheriff eed the coroner came along 


‘of the death of his wife in Scotland.

In 
fact, during my imprisonmont I achieved 
some social success among the southerners in 
that town. 

“Frequently Myers would get me off on 
parole for a day, and even night, and we would 
go off tosome dance in the town ora drive in 
the country. I was probably more of a chum 
than a prisoner of his. 

“When I speak of these liberties I do noi 
wish to give the impression that Myers was 
not a competent officer. He was atall timesa 
soldier. He was severe, yet he was humane; 
he was kind, yet not over indulgent. In fine, 
in his make-up he possessed what Horace 
called the mediocratus, the golden mean. He 
understood that ‘virtues are vices when run 
to excess’ ani’ never overstepped the line 
dividing the two.

» “Tneed hardly say that I was sorry that he 
was fighting under the wrong flag, though 
conscientiously so, and his views were likewise 
towards me. This fact, however, could not 
sever the bond of friendship, nor could the 
years that have elapsed.

Whether Certain Breeds Are More Liable 
Than Others. 


Harrison Weir, the English artist-and illus- 
trator, renowned as a student of natural histo- 
ry, writes to the London Standard on the sub- 
ject, of hydrophobia as follows: “A short time 
since letters appeared in the Standard relating 
to the muzzling of dogs, etc. One from a veg- 
etarian stated that if dogs were fed on veg- 
etables there would be no madness, I was too 
busy at the time to reply to this assertion, but 
now do.so. I had a collie dog that, to my 
knowledge, was never fed on other food than 
biscuits in the winter and oatmeal and vegeta- 
bles in the summer, yet, for all this, the dog 
went mad—nor was it bitten, as no wound could 
be discovered on it. Again, how will the veg- 
etarian reconcile his theory with the fact of 
the deer in Richmond park going mad? 
Surely these never tasted meat. 

**Again, I cannot think for one moment that 
those who keep entirely useless dogs ought to 
object to the other portion of the community 
endeavoring as much as possible to protect 
themselves from a direful, painful, horrible 
death. What a man keeps for his pleasure 
ought not to be to the detriment of others. I 


_ know of nothing so wearying to the suffering,

the dog; but add to this the also continual fear 
of madness, and is it too much to ask that such 
dogs should be prevented from doing bodily 
harm either to the human or brute creation ?

His family had heard the report of the gun, 
and were greatly alarmed. The wounded man 
was conducted to his bed, and a physician 
sent for, An examination of the wound in- 
dnced the opinion that it was dangerous, and 
the doctor turned to Mrs, McGregor saying: 

‘He may live twenty minutes.’’ That doctor, 
like many others madea mistake. McGegor did 
live the twenty minutes, and today, looks like 
he may live twenty years. The attempt to 
take his life created a wide feeling of indig- 
nation. He was very popular throughout 
the county, and farmers came from 
every section of Warren to express sympathy 
aud condemn the crime. No one could 
imagine by whom the assault was made, and 
at first it was charged to a negro, but Mc- 
Gregor quickly put a stop to that by saying: 

‘I saw enough of the assassin to know that 
he was not anegro. He was a white man, 
and I think he wore a mask.” 

“Have you any idea who the man was,” he 
was asked. 

“I would know jthe figureif I ever saw it 
again,” he would answer evasively. Soon it 
was generally believed that 

M’GREGOR KNEW HIS ASSAILANT, 
but he always declined tosay. At that time 
Cody was a member of the town council, and 
among those who were the first to call upon 
the wounded man was Cody. Hecalled, not- 
withstanding the ill feeling between them. 
Then, too, no one took more interest in the at- 
tempt to kill the colonel than Cody, and no 
one Was more zealous iu trying to locate the 
would-be assassin. He induced the mayor to 
call the town council together, and when the 
body met, introduced a resolution condemning 
the act in the strongest language, and offering 
areward forthe arrest of the guilty party. 
The resolution passed, and Cody supplemented 
it with a sum out of his own 
purse. He then wrote a letter to Gov- 
ernor Gordon, detailing the assault and 
asking that a reward be offered by the state. 
The reward was offered and Cody continued his 
work. Before McGregor was able to leave 
his house a negro man named Ansell Davis, 
whose daughter was McGregor’s cook, in- 
formed the family that Cody had tried to 
HIRE HIM TO KILL M’GREGOR, 

offering to pay him $300 for the work. The 
story was carried in to the sick man, and the 
colonel seat for Davis. The negro repeated 
the story and Mr. McGregor sent for a friend 
or two, to whom he imparted tie informa- 
tion. Then the negro was called, and made 
to tell the story again. Davis went into the 
recital, and when he had completed it was sent 
out of the room. McGregor and his friends 
discussed the information, but concluded that 
it was not sufficient to warrant any work. 
However, in the light of the relationship be- 
tween McGregor and Cody, they were not 
willing to dismiss it from their minds wholly 
Davis, the negro, was under bond, charged 
with stealing hogs from Cody, and McGregor 
was on his bond. This was thought to have 
been a possible cause for the negro’s 
story. But afew days later Davis informed 
McGregor that Cody had, threatened his life. 
This called for another conference,and McGreg- 
or and his friends decided to circulate a rumor 
that Davis had asserted that some one had 
tried to hire him to kill McGregor. No name 


| was given in the rumor, but the rumor gave

no more responsible than the unknown. Cody’s 
name wasamong the number. <A few days 
after these rumors began tocirculate, Cody 
called at McGregor’s house, and after repeat 
ng the storiescurrent, said: | 

‘IT think we can organize acrowd and take 
that negro outand hang him.’’ 

‘‘Why hang him ?’’ asked McGregor, his sus- 
picions growing. 

‘‘Because he makes untrue charges against 
us,’’ answered Cody. 

“But noone else seems to object to these ru- 
mors,” said McGregor. 

This conversation, when repeated by Mc- 
Gregor to his advising friends, gave a coloring 
in their opinion to the negroe’s story, and Da- 
vis was sent to the pine belt. 

“IT don’t know what to think,’ said Mc- 
Gregor to his friends in conclusion, “but if I 
ever see that figure I’ll know it.’’

Within that one hundred days-the men lived 
like they had, but they quit speaking. Then 
the time went by,and shortly after Cody moved 
to Gainesville. Before he went, however, he 
began to grow bold, and frequently admitted 
that he had shot McGregor. The grand jury 
which sat last. before Cody went away had his 
name upon its membership. Thecase was not 
investigated. Then at the last term the case 
caftie up, and he was indicted for . 
ASSAULT WITH INTENT TO MURDER. 

When McGregor was asked why Cody shot 
him, he answered: 

‘‘Because I prevented him from being made 
guardian of old man Wellborn’s estate aiter he 
became infirm.” 

No reference was made to Mrs. Dubose. 
When asked why he shot McGregor Cody 
ar Because he was injuring the reputation of 
afair, honorable lady by circulating false 
stories about her.” 

And this makes Cody’s statement about the 
trouble quite different from MoGregor’s. 
Only last week Cody prepared a written 


pense of the entire trouble, and 


this paper is now in the hands of some of his 
warmest friends. Mr. Davis, Mr. Cody’s at- 
torney, declines to show the statement, but 
friends, to whom Cody read it, repeatit. Init 
Cody'says that Mrs. Dubose insisted upon his 
taking the management of her affairs, but he 
declined because he had too much to do him- 
self. He, however, agreed to assist her 
and McGregor, and did so. McGregor soon 
became 
JEALOUS OF CODY’S INFLUENCE 

and began circulating rumors about Cody and 
his cousin. Cody asked McGregor about 
them, but he denied them. Then he advised 
his cousin to have nothing more to do with 
McGregor, and tokeep him away from the 
house, 

“But you know,” said Mrs. DuBose, in re- 
ply, ‘‘that he isa dangerous man. He hurt 
my husband by his scandalous remarks, and I 
am afrai® he will do me the same if I am rude 
to him.’’’ 

McGregor, from the Cody standpoint, con- 
tinued his unkind remarks about Mrs. Du- 
bose. When Cody saw that he would not 
cease, he waylaid and shot him. The tragedy 
was begiuning to die out, when 

THE KILLING OCCURRED TODAY. 

When the case was called Thursday Cody 
was absent, so was his attorney, Mr. Lewis, 
who had gone north. McGregor insisted upon 
@ trial, asserting that his life was in danger, 
but Cody could not be found by the officers 
who had the bench warrant for him, 
and, of conrse, no trial could take 
place. This morning Cody came to town. 
McGregor was standing on the northeast cor- 
ner of the public square as his enemy came in, 
passing McGregor, got out of his buggy, and 
walking toa table in front of English’s store, 
sat down beside Hon. T. N. Pool, ex-repre- 
sentative, and Colonel D. W. Rogers. Three 
minutes later McGregor approached, and 


feet of Cody, 

PULLED THE TRIGGER. 
Cody arose, and again McGregor shot. Cody 
began to sink and once more there was & re- 
port. Cody sank upon tho sidewalk dead, and 
McGregor ran to his house. 

Cody was picked up with a ball through his 
body from right to left, one through 
the head the same way and one through 
the neck in the opposite direction. Either 
shot would have killedhim. A crowd gath- 
ered quickly, and the body was removed to a 
sister’s home, where an inquest was held. No 
attorneys were present, and the verdict put the 
killing on McGregor, McGregor went. to his 
home and was 

ARRESTED BY SHERIFF SHURLEY 

in afew minutes. In fact, Shurley was pres- 
ent when: the shooting occurred, and as Mc- 
Gregor ran away called out, ‘Don’t run, 
Mack.’’ At heavy guard was organized and 
placed around the house, McGregor’s friends 
say, to prevent Cody’s friends 
from trying a revenge—Cody’s friends 
say to prevent McGregor from 
escape. Atalate hour tonight McGregor’s 
friends became uneasy, and at midnight he 
left on midnight train for Augusta, in charge 
of the sheriff. 

Cody’s friends assert that no one would at 
tempt to harm the prisoner, and that all they 
want is a fair and impartial trial of the man 
who committed the murder. McGregor says: 

‘One day Cody came tothe depot with an 
overcoat on. I knew it was the figure, and I 
have never felt as safe as I do tonight since. 
When Isaw him today all the feelings of two 
years caine up and I killed him to keep him 
from killing me.” 

Neither man spoke a word before, during or 
after the shooting. BRUFFEY.

of whisky, and he and his wife celebrated 
the marriage anniversary by drinking, keeping 
it up whenever they awoke from their drunken 
stupors for ten days. During the week suc- 
ceeding neither of them até a mouthful of 
food. Neighbors of the unfortunate couple 
say that Mr. and Mrs. Ambrose were in the 
habit of getting drunk for ten days at times 
about every two months. They would lock 
themselves in their rooms and admit no one. 

During these debauches they never quarreled, 

and always appeared to be very fond of one

New ORLEANS, October 12.—Today Attor- 
ney General Rogers, before the civil district 
court sued out two writs of sequestration—one 
against Maurice J. Hart and the other against 
Miss Laura Gaines, a sister of Mrs. E. A. 
Burke, both to recover certain portions of 
stolen state bonds, which he alleges to have 
been transferred to these parties by Ex State 
Tieasurer Burke. The necessary documonts 
directing the sheriff to sequester these bonds 
were duly executed under the attorney general’s 
personal supervision. ‘These are constitutional 
bonds which were unlawfully taken from the 
treasury and pledged by Burke, no consolidated 
bonds having been exchanged, or any other 
consideration given the state. These complete 
$45,40) Louisiana fours that have been 
| TAKEN FROM THE TREASURY. 

There are still out-standing about $300,000 
worth of bonds which disappeared during 
Burke’s term of office, and these it has been 
shown were used by Burke as collateral and 
were finally disposed of, mostly in this city, 
and so well distributed that one or two parties 
have among their holdings more than ten per 
cent of the stolen bonds. After deducting the 
recovered bonds from Burke’s deficit, he is 
still about $100,000 short.

Rumor says the work of 
abstracting the documents is said to have 
been carried out with a skill that'at first blnsh 
seemed to necessitate the co-operation of 
some one inside the office. 

The discovery is said to have been made 
yesterday morning, when the necessities of 
looking up the addresses of witnesses in 
compliance with an order expected to be en- 
tered by Judge McConnell at the murning 
session of the trial made a reference to affida 
vits taken before the grand jury imperative. 
Then it is said that the awful fact presented 
itself to the state’s attorney and his colleagues 
that the result of their labors since May 4th 
had vanished as if by magle. 

COURT ADJOURNS UNTIL MONDAY. 

Judge McConnell convened his court at the 
appointed time this afternoon to proceed with 
the Cronin trial, but immediately adjourned 
until Monday. He announced that the state’s 
attorney had declared the case could not be 
proceeded with today without injury to the 
public interests. 

Judge Horton issued a venire for a special 
grand jury, returnable at 12:30 p. m., to investi- 
gate attempts at jury fixing in connection with 
the Cronin trial. Ex-Mayor Roche is among 
the grand jurymen and will be foreman of the 
body. 

BAILIFFS ARRESTED. 

Al Hanks ana Mark Solomon, criminal court 
bailiffs, are under arrest charged with packing 
the Cronin jury. The first suspicion of the 
fact was failure of men to report for duty this 
morning. Then it was learned that they were 
seen in State’s Attorney Longencker’s oftice 
yesterday and had not been seen since. Their 
absence is due to the fact that they 
were taken toa Northside hotel by several 
detectives and have been®kept there in close 
surveillance. Twomen have been discovered 
in attempting to corrupt veniremen sum- 
moned to Judge McConuell’s court, and to in- 
struct those favorable to the prisoners how to 
answer questions of the state’s atlorney in 
order to be retained as jurors. 

The bailiffs in custody have not, at any 
time, been engaged in summoning jurors for 
trial and it had not been known that they had 
any connection with the defense. Neither is 
an Irishmen, but that they have been acting 
as agents of the defense is almost certain. 

COMMENT OF THE PAPERS. 

Local morning papers indulge in much spec- 
ulation on the latest mystery of the Cronin 
case, but the authorities seem to have suc- 
ceeded in keeping to themselves the reason for 
the unexpected adjcurnment of court yester - 
day and the all night session in the state’s at- 
torney’s private office, where a dozen persons, 
brought in by officers, were examined. 

The Times, in its report of last night’s con- 

ference in the state’s attorney’s oftice, says; 
_ “An exciting scene occurred late at night. State’s 
Attoruey Lorgenecker and others were assembled 
in his private office. The public prosecutor made a 
fiery and excited speech. He pounded his desk, 
waved his arms in the airand fairly yelled to the 
suspect, who was quivering under the volley of in- 
vectives, ‘you scoundrel! you viliian!’ Then there 
was a4 muttered appeal, acrash anda heavy fall, 
while above the din could be heard the cry, ‘don’t, 
Lorgenecker, for God’s rake, don't.’”’ 

The Mail says: 

lt is ulmost certain that this afternoon g special 
grand jury will be called in connection with the 
Cronin case. This has been one of the most serious 
ly guarded affairs and has been locked in the breasts 
of the state’s attorney and his associate counsel. 
Toa great extent this may explain the excitement 
which was going on yesterday afternoon, and in 
fact, almost until daylight in and around the crim- 
inal court building. It leaked out at the Northside 
building that two deputy sheriffsarein custody and 
that they will promptly be indicted for interfering 
with the justice in the selection of the jury to try the 
prisoners indicted for Cronin’s murder. It is claimed 
that these two deputies—whose names will soon be 
made public—were supplied with money by the 
AnttCronin faction and that they gave the money 
to certain jurors and instructed them just how they 
could answer questions put to them and secure 
seatsin the juror’s box. Thiscameto the ears of 
Judge Lorgenecker. He saw at once that unless 
jury bribing was stopped immediately the whole 
case would fall through. Evidence against the sus- 
pected bailiffs was sifted and their arrest followed. 
Thek indictment will follow, 


THE GREAT CONSPIRACY 


Revealed Through an Attempt to Bribe a 
Venireman. 

Cuicaao, October 12.—One of the boldest 
and most corrupt plots ever brought to the 
notice of the public was outlined by State’s 
Attorney Longenecker’s right hand man,gMr. 
Mills, this afternoon. The conspiracy not only 
includes county officials, but outsiders of high 
standing, and several arrests ave already 
been made and others will follow this evening. 


Not content with the bribery of men, an at- 
tempt has been made to drag even innocent 


, women into the plot, and thus gain the end 


which the friends of the defense have been 
working on for the last five months. 

“State’s Attorney Longenecker desires me 
to say,’’ said Mr. Mills, ‘“‘that the plot has not 
been disclosed because it would have defeated 
justice had the information we possessed been 
made public. Wecannot now give any names 
or details, butan outline of this conspiracy 
can now be given to the public.” 

“It will be remembered,’’. continued the 
attorney, “that last Wednesday afternoon an 
honest young man, whois employed as fore- 
man ina large establishment in this city, was 
examined and excused for cause,”’ 

It is understood, though not stated by At 
torney Milis, that the name of the venireman 
attempted to be bribed is George S. Taonapatt. 
He is foreman for R. V. Page & Co., oil mer- 
chants, 44 to 54 Erie street. 

“Thursday afternoon,’”’ said Mr. Mills, ‘“‘a 
very prominent citizen of Chicago entered the 
courtroom and very privately communicated 
to counsel for the state that his foreman, the 
venireman in question, before being called to 
the jury box had been approached by a bailiff 
of the court with an

e then wentaway andfjthe next morning 
one of the counsel for the state went down to 
the factory of the man whose foreman had 
been offered the bribe and the moment he saw 
the foreman he recognized him as a man whose 
henesty and independance had impressed it- 
self upon counsel for the state while he was 
sitting in the jury box. 

The man made a ful] statement and was re- 

mested by counsel for the state to come to 

@state’s attorney’s office and repeat his 
siatement in full. The man, with tears in 
his eyes, said: 

“It involves a friend, but if it involyed my- 
self I would uphold law and honor.” 


THE GIST OF HIS STATEMENT 
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ALL THE DOCUMENTS IN THE CRONIN 
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in detail to the state’s attorney is as follows: 

In obedience to a summons he came to 
the courthouse Tuesday afterncon and sat in 
an ante-room, but was not called. He came 
again Wednesday morning and stayed in the 
anteroom in, and about 10:30 o’clock a 
man came fren the court room into the ante- 
room, who was an old friend of the venireman. 

The fact also appears that the wives of the 
two men were friends before they married. 
The man who came from the court room to 
the vevireman, snggested that 3hey go out 
an¢ have a cigar and the two men went to a 
neighboring place, and after having a cigar, 
the man from the court room said to the ve- 
nireman: 

“Do you want to make some money?” The 
ee innocently answered, ‘*Certainly I 

0. 

“Very well. You get on that jury and stick 
for an acquittal and you will have $1,000. The 
contract and arrangement can be carried cut 
with your wife. It can be arranged that she 
shall wear 

A CERTAIN COLORED DRESS 
if the money is paid to her on a certain day. If 
the money is not paid to her on that certain 
day she is to wear a different colored dress and 
the contract is to be off.’’ 

The venire man turned reproachfully to 
his friend, and said: 

*T am not that kind of a man,’’ whereupon 
the bailiff replied: 

“Tam working for the court.” 

At the noon adjournment the venireman 
went back to his place of business and subse- 
quently returned to the court house at two 
o’clock, after which he was detained and 
called to the jury box, where he remained un- 
til half-past four o'clock, when he was excused 
for cause. He left the court house intending 
to return to his place of business, and on 
leaving the court house met on the stens 
leading to the sidewalk the man who had at« 
tempted to bribe him. The man turned tu 
him and said: 

‘Where were you this noon? I looked 
everywhere for you. 

‘‘WE WILL MAKE IT FIVE THOUSAND.”’ 

It was too late, however, for the venireman 
had been excused for cause, but he at once re- 
turned to his place of business, after having 
again reproached the man for putting sucha 
low estimate on him, and reported to his em- 
ployer, a prominent citizen, what had taken 
place, who the following day reported it to the 
prosecution, 

Pursuant as apppointed the venireman at- 
tended at the state’s attorney office, and hav- 
ing made a full statement of everything that 
took place, was requested to step into an ante- 
room, and the bailiff was summoned. He 
proved to be one of the bailiffs of the criminal 
court which during the trial in tLe attempt to 
procure a jury, has been in charge of one of the 
five prisoners—Coughlin. 

The bailiff professed his ignorance until the 
venireman was called from the ante-room, 
when he made a complete confession, in which 
he implicated several prominent persons; also 
another bailiff. Attorney for prosecution,.to- 
gether with Chief Hubbard and others,at once 
went to work on the case,and have dis- 
closed one of the most deliberate attempts 
to corrupt a jury and to defeat the law which 
has yet come to public attention. 

We have had confessions this very day,” 
said Mr. Mills, at a subsequent interview this 
afternoon. ‘*These confessions are from six to 
ten innumber.

Mark Solomon was appointed bailiff in May, 
1588, from the tenth ward. Fred W. Smith is 
unknown around the court house. Tom Kana- 
naugh was an engineer at the insane asylum 
during ‘‘boodlers” regime and was mixed up 
in that transaction. Kohn is a fruit dealer, 
who, it is said, was to goonthe jury and get 
$1,000 from Hanks. Later the grand jury 
agreed also to return an indictment against 
Jeremiah O’Donell, who was recently ap- 
pointed guager at south Chicago. 

At 10 p. m. it was reported that two addi- 
tional indictments, seven in all, had been 
made. 


LYNCHED IN HERNANDO. 


Robert Biggs Dies at the Hands of a Mob— 
His Awful Crime. 


Mempuis, Octoler 12.—Robert Biggs, alias 
Charles Woods, colored, was lynched at Her- 
nando, Miss., early this morning by a mob of 
several hundred men from Lakeview. Biggs 
was placed in Hernando jail on a charge of 
having assaulted Mrs. J. N. Rains, the wife of 
a farmer living near Lakeview, in August last. 
He made a full confession at the time of his 
arrest, but claimed that the woman’s husband 
had hired him to murder her; that he was 
drunk and ravished her instead, and that 
Rains was satisfied with what he did, and cen- 
nived at hisescape. Rains was also arrested, 
and for a time it was thought both men would 
be lynched. 


Accident on the P. M. and B. 

WILMINGTON, Del., October 12.—A south- 
bound Philadelphia, Wilmington and Balti- 
more freight train dropped an iron door on the 
tracks between Charlestown and Northeast, 
Maryland, which door derailed a passenger 
train about 9:46 o’clock this morning.

MAKE ELECTRIC WIRES SAFE 


Mayor Grant Issues Orders to Pall Down the 
Wires, But Several Injunctiens are 
Served Against Him. 


New York. October 12.—Mayor Grant this 
morning hastily called a meeting of the board 
of electrical control, and as soon as it was as- 
sembled a resolution was adopted ordering the 
immediate removal of all electric light wires 
that were not properly msulated. Before this 
work could be begun a temporary injunction 
Was served on the mayor restraining him from 
interfering with the wires of either the United 
States Illuminating company or the Brush 
Electric Light company. Under this order the 
work of removing the wires will be delayed 
until Monday. 

An interview with Mr. Edison is printed this 
afternoon, in which he says that no insulation 
will make an electric wire safe. and that sub- 
ways and insulation will alike prove ineffec- 
tive, and that the only way to prevent loss of 
life ig to regulate the pressure the same as the 
pressure of steam boilers is regulated.

Resolved, the Liouse of bishops concurring, That 
the following change be made In article nine of the 
constitution and tiat the propesed alieration be 
made known to the diocc sean couvention, that the 
same may be adopted in the next general conven- 
tion in accordance withthe provisions of article 
nine of the constitution, change the words “a 
majority’ in line second to “two-thirds,”’ so that it 
shall read as follows: 

“This constitution shall be unalterable unless 
in the general convention by church in two- 
thirds of the dioceses which muy have adopted the 
shme, ete,’’ 

Resolved, the house of bishops coneurrin 
That the following change be madein article 8o 
the constitution, and that the proposed alteration 
be nade snown tw the several diocesan conventions 
in order thatthe same may be adopted in the en- 
suing general conventions, namely; Change the 
word ‘‘majority” in two places to “two-thirds,” 
and add the words, provided that this amendment 
shall take effect after the general c:nventi nof 
1s892,"’ 

Rev. Mr. Converse, of Massachusetts, pre- 
sented the report of the committee on the state 
of the church, recommending increased inter- 
est on the part of the church in raising a pen- 
sion fund for aged clergymen. Placed on 
next week’s valendar. 

After thanking the committee on revision of 
hymnal, Dr. Huntington moved that the order 
of the day—report of the committee on litur- 
gical revision—be taken up.

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County Fairs. 

A prominent feature of agricultural life 
in Georgia since the war has been the popn- 
arity of county fairs, and it is a significant 
fact that the counties which take the great- 
est interest in these exhibitions have come 
to be the most prosperous and progressive 
in the state. 

The first state fair held in Georgia after 
the war marked an era in the history of the 
state, and the interest taken in the show has 
rarely been equaled except in the case of 
more ambitious displays held in Atlanta in 
1881 and 1887, and from that time until 
now agricultural and industrial fairs have 


been popular in every progressive county 


and community ih the state. 

It may be said, in’ ', that the county 
fair in Georgia has become a habit and a 
fixture.

An English Scheme. 

A London special tothe New York Herald 
states that the English holders of confed- 
erate bonds are about to make another effort 
to squeeze a little money out of the south. 

For a quarter of a century British specu- 
lators have been quietly purchasing these 
worthless bonds. They have all the time 
admitted that it might be a generation or so 
before any money could be realized, but 
their idea is that their heirs will sometime 
make a good thing out of the speculation. 
The Herald’s correspondent gives the fol- 
lowing explanation of the new boom in 
confederate securities: 

Every steamer bringsto London Americans who 
have schemes that only lack money behind them 
to make all counected with themrich. Seldom has 
a single season seen so many American promoters 
here as at the presenttime. Many of these are from 
thesouth. People on this side the Atlantic have 
heard much about the new south. They believe in 
its natural resources; they know money is needed 
to develop them; they know that the south is over- 
run with northerners, many of whom have put all 
their money into southern enterprises and want 
more money to get back theirown and more too, 
The south’s appetite for development has only been 
wheitted. Southern states want money; southern 
cities want moncy; southern corporations and 
northern corporations in the south want money. 
They are holding out their hands to Englishmen 
for it. 

he answer of the Englishmen to the request is: 
‘‘Pay one per cent on confederate bonds which 
have been repudiated, and which we hold, and we 
will lend you the money you want,” and they have 
no notion of accepting one per cent as payment in 
full. That would not be English. One per cent on 
confederate bonds for any loan of magnitude is the 
English programme, and whether this is paid by 
northern meu or southeru men is of no consequence 
to English holders of confederate bonds, but that it 
will be paid, not once, but many times, English 
holders who have money to loan are certain. The 
agentofa syndicate of confederate bondholders 
stepped on American sbores a few days ago. He is 
a member of a firm who have been for many years 
the principal deaiers in the American stock market, 
and few extensive schemes from the other side 
have been floa'ed here before they have been sub- 
mitted to this particular firm. The syndiente rep- 
resented by this man hasa tremendous power in 
English financial circles. It holdsa vast amount 
of bonds, most of which were bought for a song, 
The ruling price of bonds today is three-quarters of 
one percent, ‘ihe agent is as high priced as he js 
shrewd, and the few who are aware of the object of 
his American trip are sure it would not be made 
except on the best grounds. He will tell the Geor- 
gians and Alabamians that their credit in England 
is worthless, and will remain so until they showa 
disposition to wipe out old obligations, If they 
adopt this plan they can get. all the money they 
want. The syndicate proposes to put the percent- 
age thus received on the entire debt at compound 
interest, and thus in Comparatively afew years to 
get the value of the bonds po:session, or an amount 
very close to par value,

making themselves a public nuisance.

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The money sharks over the water have not 
the shadow of a claim upon the sonthern 
people, and all the capital needed for the 
development of this region can be obtained 
without yielding to the absurd demands of 
a foreign syndicate.

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A Celebrated Case, 

The commutation of Mrs. Florence May- 
brick’s sentence to imprisonment for life 
does not satisfy thousands of intelligent 
people in England and the United States. 

Mrs. Maybrick belongs to a prominent 
southern family, and has many relatives in 
Georgiaand in the southwest. In last August 
a Liverpool jury found her guilty of the 
charge of poisoning her husband, the judge 
sentenced her to the gallows, but the sym- 
pathy of the public was so strongly with the 
unfortunate lady that the home secretary 
interfered. The friends of Mrs. Maybrick 
at once organized a ‘‘release committee,’’ 
which is now sitting at 192 Sloane street, 
London, with a view_to securing names to 
a strong petition for¥he pardon of the pris- 
oner. 

It must be admitted that the circular is- 
sued by this committee is entitled to serious 
consideration. Itstates that Judge Stephen, 
who presided, is a violent anti-home 
ruler, while Sir Charles Russell, the lawyer 
for the defense, is a distinguished Irishman 
and home ruler. The judge, moreover, has 
some very loose ideas, and it is only recently 
that he said in a magazine article that we 
could get along very well without any re- 
ligion. The jury in the Maybrick case was 
worthy of such ajudge. It was composed of 
ignorant men, and returned a verdict in 
thirty-six minutes. 

It wiil be recollected that all England de- 
nounced the verdict. ‘The Rev. Mr. Spur- 
geon said that ‘‘a great doubt hung over the 
case.’? Medical men sald that the defend- 
ant was entitled to an acquittal. The Lon- 
don Times said that the nation rejected the 
verdict with angry derision. 

In this country, in the Walkup case, and 
in other cases where it was proved that the 
dead man, like Mr. Maybrick, had been a 
habitual consumer of arsenic, verdicts of 
acquittal were rendered. It is true that 
Mrs. Maybriek was shown to have been un- 
faithful to her husband, but the fact that 
arsenic was found in his stomach was not 
suflicient to convict her of his murder, when 
it was in evidence that he had taken that 
poison almost daily for years. 

As Mr. Spurgeon puts it, a great doubt 
hangs over the case, and Mrs, Maybrick is 
entitled to the benefit of the doubt. The 
‘frelease cemmittee’’ now at work in behalf 
of the condemmed woman may not accom- 
plish anything, but its appeal to Americans 
to take an active interest in the matter and 
correspond with the committee should not 
go unheeded. Letters addressed to the com- 
mittee at the address given above will re- 
ceive due attention. 
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A Corrupt Campaign in Ohio. 

The republican party of Ohio seems to be 
in a very bad way indeed. ‘That it is a cor- 
rupt party no oneshas ever doubted, but that 
its corruption would be so thoroughly ex- 
posed no one even believed, 

And yet the exposure has come, and that 
in not by any means a roundabout way. A 
few weeks ago Mr. George E. Topp, a mem- 
ber of the board of publie affairs of Cin- 
cinnati, was elected chairman of the repub- 
lican executive committce of Hamilton 
county. LastJune this prominent republi- 
can, Topp, wrote a letter to Mr. George 
Campbell, an old street contractor of Cincin- 
nati, who had a contract to deliver five hun- 
dred loads of gravel for the use of the city. 
The letter is as follows: 

My Dear Srr—Piease make out your bills for 
gravel that you have delivered up to Saturday, 
June, 8, 1889. Make the bills $1 a yard and you pay 
me a drawbaek oi 25:en sa yardin cash. I bought 
your grayel very cheap, and itis fairly worth to the 
city $1. Get your billsin sucha shape that none 
willexceed 9500. Sendthem tome at Put-in-Bay 
and J will O. K, them. GEORGE R, Topp, 

It will be observed that this is essentially 
arepublicun document. There is nothing 
theoretical about it. Mr. Topp means bus- 
iness allthe time. He has graduated in 
the republican training school—a kind of 
politico-technological college which has for 
its object the turning out of corruptionists 
by the score every week of the year. 

What is the republican explanation of 
Mr. Topp’s letter? It is very simple indeed. 
We learn from the organs that when Mr. 
Topp wrote the letter which we have quoted, 
he was suffering from the effects of tem- 
porary insanity. When he ‘‘recovered”’ he 
was made chairman of the _ republican 
county committee out of sympathy and re- 
spect. 

Nevertheless, it will be perceived that 
Mr. Topp’s letter is not that of an insane 
man. It is that of a republican who is on 
the make all the time, and whose only mis- 
fortune is that his venality and corruption 
have been made public. Mr. Topp is a very 
fine republican, indeed, and the genuine re- 
publicanism that makes itself clear in his 
madness is of a piece with republicanisin the 
country over. 

But even this is not all. The republicans 
of Ohio have not only been stealing, but in 
order to assisi Foraker in his present cam- 
paign they have been guilty of the most de- 
testable forgeries. We cannot better ex- 
plain this phase of a corrupt campaign than 
by giving Mr. Halstead’s own words, which 
appear in his paper, the Cincinnati 
Commercial Gazette, over his own signa- 
turo.

A Junius in Jail. 

‘ Allen O. Myers, the Cincinnati Enquirer 
editor who is now confined in an Qhio jail 
for contempt of court, is giving the judge 
who sentenced him some very lively read- 
ing matter. 

From his prison cell Editor Myers writes 
red hot letters to the Enquirer, and in these 
epistles he denounces what he calls the 
“criminal andacity’’ of the court in very 
plain English. Here is a sample of the im- 
prisoned journalist’s style: 

As I am in jail I cannot legally sin, and I would 
sooner be in jail and write a love letter each day to 
the people of Ohio through the Enquirer than be an 
infamous and forsworn judge like Pugh, drawing 
an excessive and illegal salary from the plundered 
tax-payers of Franklin county. Long before my 
fifteen happy days in jail are passed the fifteen let- 
ters, one each day, will prove fifteen ghosts that 
will arise and cry to the people for speedy justice on 
the *‘gaug.”’ I understand that they are attempting 
to find some way to prevent me from writing. 
Colonel Holmes, the Miss Nancy, the legal sissy, of 
the Ohio bar, who has been the chiet adviserin all 
this infamous proceedings against me, is trying to 
devise some way to shut off these letters. There is 
no law, but there isa way. 

Let this fawning, crawling legal hypocrite get a 
ladder and climb up to the jail window, opposite 
my cell, and shoot meas I write. This will end 
these letters and this judicial farce with blood, and 
Judge Pugh will promptly discharge th® murderer 
for justifiable homicide and order him paid a fee 
out of the Franklin county treasury, or Governor 
Foraker will appoint one of his double adjustable 
spring boards to sit on hisinsanity, This seems to 
be the only sure way of shutting off my letters, but 
as itisa plan that requires some slight exhibition 
of courage, It will probably not be resorted to. 

It will be recollected that Myers’s alleged 
offense was that he assailed the integrity of 
the court in his paper, and it was for this 
that he was sent to jail. Confinement, it 
seems, Only increases his bitterness and 
makes him bolder. Judge Pugh has the 
poor satisfaction of keeping him in jail 
tifteen days, but the prisoner has the greater 
satisfaction of branding the judge before 
the people as an infamous and perjured 
member of the judiciary. 

Myers may deserve his punishment, but 
Judge Pugh doubtless wishes that it was 
over. He is not getting any fun out of it.

EDWIN ARNOLD AND STANLEY. 


How the Poet Helped the Explorer to 
Achieve His Greatest Success. 
From the New York Star, 


It is perhaps only just to Edwin Arnold, the 
author of ‘“‘The Light of Asia,’’ tosend yon in ad- 
vance of his arrival in the United Siates a few par- 
ticulars of the poet’s life that deserve to be better 
known, writesa London correspondent. Sir Edwin 
Arnold is not only the great authority on India and 
India’s religion; he has alwas been deeply devoted 
to geographical science, and it was reaily owing to 
his support and efforts that Stanley was enabled 
to make his great journey across the Dark Conti- 
nent and to discover the course of the Congo. 

Atter Stanley returned from his newspaper expe- 
dition in Africa, where he had succeeded in dis- 
covering Livingstone, he was foratime a kind of 
white elephant on the newspaper proprietor’s 
hands, and it seemed for a time as if he would have 
to be sent to the city department for duty. While 
writing his book in London, however, he made the 
acquaintance of Edwin Arnold, then the leading 
editorial writer of the Daily Telegraph. To him 
Stanley mentioned his poor prospects on the New 
York paper for which he had made his first 
journey, and expressed the hope of being able 
to pursue his explorations in Africa. The two menu 
then discussed African problems earnestly together, 
and the result was that Edwin Arnold spoke to Levi 
Lawson, proprietor of the Daily Telegraph, urging 
him to take up Stanley and support him on another 
journey of African exploration, the aim of which 


} was to follow the course of the Lualaba across the 


continent from the Indian ocean to the Atiantic. 
Levi Lawson was willing to enterinto Mr. Arn- 
old’s plans for Stanley, but feared the expense 
would be too great, He therefore caused a telegram 
to be sent to New York, asking a newspaper propri- 
etor there if he would share in the expense of such 
a journey of exploration. The answer was in the 
affirmative, aud Stanley was enabled to make the 
greatest geographical discovery of the century. 
Bat it should be placed om record here that, only 
for the initiative and earnest support of Edwin 
Arnold, Stanley would never have had the oppor- 
tunity of tracing the Congo, and the interior of 
Africa would, in all probability, today be a blank

THE WEST END ELECTION TO BE 
HELD NOVEMBER 10TH. 


Chief Joyner Complains of the Streets Which 
Endanger His Firemen—Other Local 
News. 

The election to decide whether West End 
shall become a part of the city of Atlanta will 
take place on or about the 10th of November. 

The law requires that the ordinary of Fulton 
county shall submit to the qualified voters of 
the town of West End the propriety of the an 
nexation, by erdering an election which will be 
presided over by three freeholders. At this 
election all may vote who have continually re 
sided in West End for three months immedi- 
ately previous to the election, or those who are 
qualified to vote for members of the general 
assembly. , 

The law also requires that the ordinary shall 
order the election not earlier than thirty days 
and not later than ninety after the passage of 
the act, After the election has been ordered 
the ordinary is required to publish a notice of 
the time and place of the election by at least 
two insertions in‘the dafiy papers, the first no- 
tice of which shall be pulished at least twenty 
days previous to the election. 

People residing in West End who registered 


at the last genera] registration shall not be re- | 


quired 40 do so again. Those whe have not 
registered may do so before a registrar ap- 


| pointed by the ordinary for the parpose. 


The registrar will open a book at West End 


at least twenty days before the election, and, 


will keep it open fifteen days. At the election 
those who favor the extension will be 
requested to write plainly on their 
ballots “For extension,” and those opposed 
to it will write “against extension.” Ifa 
majority of the votes are for extension the 
city of Atlanta will assume the debt of West 
End and will become possessed of the interest 
owned by West End in the school building 
and all the other town property. If the ex- 
tension is made West End will become the 
seventh ward and will have all the rights and 
privileges of the other wards of the city.

Official entries for the interstate contest 
have been received from the Ph@nix Light In- 
fantry, of Columbus, O. ; Jefferson Volunteers, 
of Birmingham, Ala.; Southern Cadets, Ma- 
con; Atlanta Rifles and Gate City Guard.

ABOUT THE JUDGES. 

The judges have been detailed by the war 
department, and are now at the Markham 
house. They are Lieutenants Stone, of Sewa- 
nee, Tennessee; Hodson, of Dahlonega, and 
Hughes, of Binghampton school. These gen- 
tlemen are all United States officers, and the 
drills will be entirely in their charge. They 
will make the programme and decide all 
points. 

They will superintend the drawing for posi- 
tions, which will take place at the Kimball on 
Monday morning at 8 o’clock, for the state 
contest, and Monday night at 8 o’clock at the 
Kimball for the interstate contest. 

The drill ground will be just to the right of 
the judges’ stand, inside of the race track.

_ Good Citizens Are Welcome, But Agitators 
and Professional Politicians Will Find 
the Cold Shoulder Turned to Them. 


Jackson, Miss., September 27.—Five car 
loads of North Carolina negroes, about three 
hundred in number, embracing men, women 
and children, passed here yesterday en route 
to Yazoo, Miss., delta. It appears that ata 
“state convention of colored citizens’’ held at 
Raleigh on the 26th and 27th days of April last, 
acommission of “observation and investiga- 
tion” was appointed, also an ‘‘executive com- 
mitteo,’’ the purpose of both bodies thus ap- 
pointed being, of course, to consider matters 
relating to and take suck action as they deem 
advisable for the general good of the negro 
race. Ata joint meeting of this ‘executive 
committee” and “investigating commission,” 
held at Goldsboro, May 7, a committee, con- 
sisting of George W. Price and Richard Ashe, 
of Wilmington, and J.G. Hays and Rev. L. 
R. Ferrody, of Raleigh, was appointed ‘‘to 
visit and take observations in the Yazoo, Mis- 
sissippi, delta.’’ In persuance of such ap- 
pointment, this ‘pioneer committee,’’ as it 
may be termed, visited the delta and spent 
two weeks or more there. The connsilniba 
made a highly favorable report. 

This committee also visited the bottom lands 
of Arkansas, and makes a report as to its ob- 
servations there which is not as favorable as 
to Mississippi. In closing their report of their 
entire investigation fy all the localities visited, 
under the head of “‘A Candid Review,” the 
committee says: ‘‘Our ontire observations ne- 
cessitates that we should coincide with the 
views expressed by Messrs. Hill 
and Montgomery, that no section 
in the south offers such favorable 
inducement for colored immigration in every 
particular, as the Yazoo, Mississippi delta. 
Therefore, we recommend that the attention 
of our people be drawn in that direction.’’ * * 

“T beg tosay without hesitation, that honest 
labor is nowhere better rewarded than in the 
delta, and nowhere in tho south is progress, 
education and devotion of the colored race 
more stimulated andenconraged.’’ Hill, next 
to Lynch, fourth auditor of the treasury, and 
who, by the way, owns three plantations and 
other property in this state 
worth sixty thousand dollars, is 
the most prominent negro in the state, his let- 
ter, accompanied by one from Isaiah T. Mont- 
gomery, aformer slave of Jefferson Davis, 
and which potrays in gleaming words, the 
delta as the best place for negroes to come to, 
accompanies this report and will be presented 
and circulated by the thousand in North Car- 
olina by this committee of colored men. 
Whether its effect will be tostimulate this 
movement to the extent of bringing fifty thou- 
sand negroe: from North Carolina 
or not, cannot now be told 
and seems hardly probable. From competent 
authority I find that from September 1, 1888, 
to September 1, 1889, between five and six 
thousand North Carolina negroes went over 
one system of railroads into uisiana, Mis-— 
sissippi and Arkansas, some few going to 
Kansas, but most of them stopped in Missis- 


sippi. 

Besides this movement from North Carolina 
there has been a steady flow of negroes from 
the hill counties of Mississippi to the delta for 
years, and many have also come from Alabama 
and Georgia. The census of 1890 will show a 
wonderful increase in population. Iu 1880 the 
ratio was six black to one white person in the 
delta proper, and it is believed that while the 
population will have more than doubled that 
the ratio as tothe races will remain about as 
before, viz: six toone. The great railway de- 
velopment since 1880, and the rapid springing 
up of towns, and even cities, has caused a large 
white emigration as well as black to that sec 
tion. There are very few small white farmers 
in the delta. Plantersas arule own large 
tracts of land, and not one in a hundred wants 
to sell an acre of it. The great railway system 
that splits the delta with one great trunk 
line and numerous branches and loops 
own over a half million acres of wild lands, 
and they will sell on time, as will a syndicate 
that owns as much more, but no planter de- 
sires to sell his lands unless it be wild lands, 
and that is an exceptional case. And herethe 
question comes up that startles the people of 
Georgia, as well as all other white communi- 
ties: ‘‘What will these few white people do 
with all theso negroes?’ There we striké the 
problem that is yet to be solved, but certain it 
is that nine out of every ten white men in the 
delta, and it might be safely said every land 
owner of note, wants all the negroes they can 
get from North Carolina and every where else. 
A prominent delta planter said to me today 
that one hundred thousand negroes in families, 
could now be put to work picking cotton and 
clearing land; that the pianters of the delta 
could utilize that number of negroes in addi- 
tion to those there now, and there would be 
left the railroad and syndicate lands for them — 
the negroes, to buy and settleon. The delta 
has been so black so long thatth® white people 
do not seem to think more negroes—it matters 
not how many—would aggravate that feature 
of the situation. They, however, want work- 
ing negroes who are honest and are willing to 
do right. They will be accorded all the rights 
of educational privileges that the whites are as 
regards public schools, and will be honestly 
dealt with and can make money. Butif it is 
their expectation to come to an Eldorado ruled 
and governed by negroes, they had best stay 
where they are, for while in most of the delta 
counties ‘‘fusion tickets’’ are arranged in 
local matters, and the negroes accorded some 
offices when they present a man fit to fill it. 
itis a well understood proposition and one, 
too, that the negroes readily see the propriety 
of and justice in, that the property holding 
people who pay the taxes and support the goy- 
erument, schools, etc., must name the agents 
to handle the public money and run the local 
governments. The planters welcome all ne- 

roes to the delta, except agitators and dead- 

eats and they are not wanted and will not 
find toleration there. Now as to the other sec- 
tions of the state, the hill counties and white 
communities of Mississippi, it must be said 
that they view with alarm this mighty black 
tide which is rolling on and settling on her 
western borders, the rapid increase of the 
state’s negro population, though it be confined 
to her great valley, the richest and best farm- 
ing country on earth, is a matter 
of grave concern to the white 
‘people throughout the state at large. - These 
white people in the uplands asa rule are will- 
-ing enough for the negroes in their commu- 
hities to goto the delta, and by diversifying 
their crops, stock raising, and improved 
methods generally are doing better than unde, 
the old plan when negro labor was relied onr 
are yet hauntea by a constant dread, that this 
immense black population wil) some bad day 
make an attempt to again seize the state gov- 
ernment. They have, it is true; an abiding 
faith in the wisdom, ability and courage of the 
delta planters to manage the negroes, bat 
still they regard this ‘‘black belt” as a pow- 
der magazine, which under the teachings of 
some believer in the ‘‘torch and dagger” dgc- 
trine of Sherman, etc., may explode at any 
time. With a view of providing safeguards, 
; which will prevent the ‘hammer from event- 
‘ually wearing out the rapier’ as it were, the 
question of a convention to provide for a 
new state constitution is being considered and 
urged all over the white counties. The farm- 
ers’ State Alliance convention, representing 
sixty thousand white men, declared for such a 
convention. Many ofthe best men in the del- 
ta are also in favor of a constitutional conven- 
tion. The white men of the Mississippi valley 
are brave, stout-hearted and generous people 
and have the best country in the world, and in 
truth, it must be said, that they are confronted 
by the greatest danger of any community, at 
least, in America. If the negro, naturally do- 
cile and easily controlled, is let alone by polit- 
ical agitators, the wealth of the delta must 
become fabulous. If, on the other hand, these 
' black hordes, easily excited, as they are even 
by the most ignorant and vicious, should at- 
tempt, under such leaders as led them in this 
state from 1866 to 1575, to again seek to con- 
trol affairs, no man can forcte!! the result.
